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PREFACE. 

The  favorable  notices  with  which  the  New-York  Annual  Re- 
gister has  been  honored  for  the  two  years  since  it  was  first  under- 
taken, and  its  increasing  use  as  a  book  of  reference  for  men  of 
business,  are  the  best  proofs  of  the  necessity  which  existed  for 
such  a  publication.  The  present  number, being  the  third  since  its 
commencement,  is  offered  for  public  favor,  with  many  additions 
and  improvements,  which  will  be  obvious  on  examination.  These 
improvements  are  the  result  of  experience  and  unwearied  efforts 
to  produce  a  year-book  of  general  information,  that  should  com- 
mend itself  by  its  utility  to  all  classes  of  citizens.  It  will  be 
found  as  free  from  inaccuracies  as  can  be  expected  in  a  collec- 
tion of  statistics  embracing  about  two  hundred  different  subjects. 

The  Register  appearing  at  a  later  period  in  the  year  than  the 
two  former  ones,  enables  the  compiler  to  notice  most  of  the 
changes  and  important  public  documents  since  the  commence- 
ment of  this  year.  From  various  causes,  it  is  deemed  inexpe- 
dient to  fix  the  time  at  an  earlier  period  in  future  than  the 
month  of  April. 

To  those  county  clerks,  postmasters,  and  other  gentlemen  in 
the  different  counties  of  this  state,  who  have  contributed  their 
aid  to  the  Register,  by  promptly  answering  inquiries,  the  author 
returns  his  grateful  acknowledgments.  The  difficulty  of  obtain- 
ing, in  season,  correct  information,  greatly  increases  the  labor 
of  compiling  this  work,  and  induces  the  author  earnestly  to  re- 
quest gentlemen  in  the  different  counties  of  this  state,  possessing 
means  of  intelligence  for  the  Register,  to  communicate  the  same 
to  the  clerks  of  their  respective  counties  towards  the  close  of  the 
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year.  It  is  respectfully  suggested  to  county  clerks,  that  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  supervisors,  after  the  Fall  election,  will 
be  a  very  suitable  time  to  collect  the  information  desired. 

The  warmest  thanks  of  the  author  are  tendered  to  his  patrons 
for  their  generous  support  of  the  Register ;  but  the  difficulties 
attending  the  publication  have  been  such  that  it  has  hitherto 
failed  to  remunerate  him  for  his  labors.  He  trusts,  therefore, 
that  he  will  be  excused  for  saying  to  those  gentlemen  who  desire 
its  continuance,  that  this  can  only  be  done  by  the  aid  and  exer- 
tions of  his  friends  throughout  the  state,  in  facilitating  sales  by 
the  agents.  He  relies  with  confidence  on  the  patronage  of  his 
fellow-citizens  generally,  to  enable  him  to  persevere  in  the  ardu* 
ous  task. 


PLAN  OF  THE  REGISTER. 

This  work,  it  will  be  observed,  is  divided  into  Four  Parts, 
embracing  distinct  general  heads,  with  an  Appendix.  To  those 
who  are  not  familiar  with  the  arrangement  of  the  Register,  it  is 
well  to  remark,  that  the  subjects  relative  to  this  state,  in  Parts 
II.  and  III.  are  treated  of  by  counties,  which  being  always  al- 
phabetically arranged,  it  is  easy  to  find  any  thing,  even  without 
reference  to  the  Index,  which  is  very  copious  and  minute.

INFORMATION. 


Although  about  130  Comets  are  recorded  as  having  been  observed, 
and  had  their  elements  computed,  the  time  of  the  revolution  around 
the  Sun,  of  only  three  of  them,  is  considered  as  known.  *  These  three 
are  Encke^,  whose  periodical  term  is  about  3  years  and  4  months 
(1212  days);  BielaS,  whose  period  is  about  6  years  and  8  months 
(2460  days'*  ;  and  Halley's,  whose  period  is  about  7G  years. 

The  two  former  of  these  will  return  to  the  perihelion  in  the  course 
of  this  year,  and  the  third  in  1835. 

The  following  are  the  elements  of  Encke's  Comet. 


As  the  Comet  will  have  a  great  southern  declination,  it  will,  at  this 
return,  be  visible  in  South  America,  but  not  in  the  United  States.

The  Comet  will  be  the  nearest  the  Earth  on  the  23d  of  October,  at 
which  time  it  will  be  distant  about  51  millions  of  miles.  It  will  be 
brightest  about  the  1 3th  of  November,  when  it  will  pass  the  meridian 
about  half  past  four  in  the  morning,  and  will  rise  a  little  before  ten  in 
the  evening.  The  great  elongation  of  the  Comet  from  the  Sun,  and  its 
great  north  declination,  will  cause  it  to  be  in  a  very  favourable  posi- 
tion for  observation  in  the  United  States.

The  transit  will  begin  on  the  eastern  border  of  the  Sun's  disc,  and 
will  end  on  the  south-western  border,  approaching  within  8'  1"  of  the 
Sun's  centre. 

The  Transit  of  Mercury  and  Venus  over  the  Sun  (the  only  planets 
that  can  pass  the  Sun's  disc,  as  seen  from  the  earth,)  are  of  rare  occur- 
rence. The  Transit  of  Mercury  over  the  Sun's  disc  was  visible  to  a 
great  part  of  the  inhabitants  of  North  America  in  1769, 1759,  1799,  and 
will,  if  the  air  be  clear,  be  visible  this  year,  as  above  related. 

The  Transit  of  Venus  over  the  Sun's  disc  is  still  more  uncommon, 
and  of  vast  more  importance  to  astronomers  ;  it  affords  the  most  accu- 
rate method  of  determining  the  Earth's  distance  from  the  Sun.  It 
happened  in  1639,  1761,  and  1769,  but  will  not  occur  again  till  the  Sth 
day  of  December,  A.  D.  1S74.

GEOGRAPHICAL  DISCOVERIES. 

861  Feroe  Islands — discovered  about  this  time  by  a  Scandinavian  vessel. 

871  Iceland— discovered  by  some  Norwegian  chiefs,  who  were  compelled  to  leave 

their  native  country.

950  Greenland— discovered  by  the  Icelanders  about  this  period     The  first  colony 

established  there  was  destroyed  by  a  pestilence  in  the  I4tli  century,  and  by  the 

accumulation  of  ice  which  prevented  all  communication  between  Iceland  and 

Greenland. 

1001  Winenland— a  part  of  the  continent  of  America,  is  supposed  to  have  been  dis- 
covered by  the  Icelanders.  It  was  called  Winenland.  or  Viuland,  from  the  a- 
bundance  of  a  species  of  vine  found  there.

1797  Bass's  Straits— Mr.  Bass,  Surgeon  of  H.  M.  S.  Reliance,  penetrated  as  far  as 
Western  Port,  in  a  small  open  boat,  from  Port  Jackson,  and  was  of  opinion  that 
a  Strait  existed  between  New  South  Wales,  and  Van  Dieman's  Land.  In  1799

The  foregoing  statement  shows  the  names  of  258  newspapers  at  pre- 
sent published  in  this  state.  The  list  has  been  carefully  corrected,  and 
made  as  perfect  as  the  transient  character  of  some  of  the  publications 
would  admit. 

Of  the  political  journals,  about  75  are  favorable  to  the  present  adminis- 
tration (Jackson),  52  are  anti-masonic,  and  30  national  republican. 

Papers,  it  will  be  observed,  are  now  published  in  all  the  organized 
counties  of  the  stato,  except  Putnam,  Richmond  and  Rockland,  which 
counties  are  supplied  with  New- York  city  and  other  papers.

From  the  most  accurate  information  that  could  be  obtained,  the  num- 
ber of  woollen  manufactories  in  this  state,  was  stated  in  the  Register  for 
1831  at  208,  exclusive  of  a  large  number  of  small  establishments  em- 
ployed in  custom  work.  Attempts  have  been  made  by  a  committee 
appointed  by  the  late  New- York  convention,  to  obtain  definite  returns 
from  the  various  establishments  for  the  m.inufacture  of  wool  in.  this  and 
other  states,  which  have  as  yet  been  only  partially  successful.  The 
following  statement  is  prepared  from  the  returns  from  53  manufactories, 
embracing  some  of  the  most  extensive  in  this  state.

A  committee  appointed  bv  the  New-York  convention  Oct.  1831,  to 
report  on  the  manufacture  of  iron  and  steel  in  the  L'ntted  States,  have 
made  full  and  interesting  statements  on  this  subject;  but  the  details 
respecting  this  state  have  not  yet  been  publi.-hed.  A  summary  will  be 
found  on  a  subsequent  page  ;  see  Index.

N.B.  The  770  towns  in  the  state,  are  supposed  to  contain  385  small 
tanneries,  or  one  to  two  towns,  whose  business  would  materially  swell 
the  above  calculation.  No  accurate  statement  of  them  can  be  given, 
they  are  therefore  omitted.  The  increase  of  the  manufacture  of  sole 
leather  in  this  state  is  500  or  600  per  cent,  since  1"SI7,  and  200  or  300 
per  cent,  since  1827.  The  article  is  made  cheaper  in  this  state  than 
it  can  be,  of  equal  quality,  in  any  part  of  the  world. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  thirteen  millions  of  inhabitants  of  the  United 
States  use  thirty-two  millions  of  pounds  of  sole  leather  annually.  Of 
this  amount  this  state  tans  12,31  j,000  lbs.  or  over  one  third  of  the  whole. 
HATS- 

The  value  of  wool  and  fur  hats  made  and  finished  in  this  state,  may 
be  stated  at  $3,500,000  annually 
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BOOTS  AND  SHOES. 

The  value  of  boots  and  'hoes  made  in  ihe  different  counties  of  this 
state,  it  is  e-thnated,  exceeds  $o  ,000  000  annually,  of  which  the  propor- 
tion paid  for  labor  is  over  $3,000,000.  Large  quantities  of  these  arti- 
cles are  also  brought  into  this  state  and  sold,  from  the  eastern  states  and 
New  Jersey. 

LEATHER,  CLOTH,  AND  FUR  CAPS. 

There  are  very  extensive  manufactories  of  these  articles  at  New-York, 
Albany,  and  other  places  in  this  state,  wheie  are  made  caps  to  the  value 
of  probably  $2,000,01)0  annually  :  (one  establishment  at  Albany  employs 
about  600  hands,  and  pays  100,000  dollars  annually  for  labor  only). 

READY  MADE  CLOTHING. 

The  principal  establishments  for  this  manufacture  are  in  the  city  of 
New-York,  the  largest  of  which  employ  from  300  to  500  hands  each, 
chiefly  females.  Large  quantities  are  shipped  to  the  southern  states  and 
foreign  ports. 

CABINET  WARE 

Is  made  in  every  variety  in  .New-York  city,  and  in  most  of  the  other 
cities  and  large  villages  in  this  state.    Fancy  and  plain  chairs  are  also 
manufactured  not  only  for  domestic  consumption,  but  for  shipment  in 
large  quantities  to  southern  ports,  South  America,  and  the  West  Indies. 
PIANO  FORTES 

Of  superior  tone  and  elegant  finish  are  made  in  New- York  and 
Albany,  for  the  supply  of  this  and  many  other  states  and  Canada. 

CARRIAGES. 

There  are  extensive  manufactories  of  carriages  in  New-York,  Brook- 
lyn, Albany,  Troy,  and  many  other  towns  in  the  stale.  Within  a  few 
years  great  impiovements  have  been  made  in  the  style  and  workman- 
ship of  the  coaches  ussd  for  stages  in  the  interior  of  the  state.

It 
is  situated  at  the  outlet  of  Chautauque  lake,  where  is  extensive  waier 
power,  improved  for  saw  mills,  grist  mills,  and  manufactories.  The 
Chautauque  County  Bank  is  located  here.

New  Berlin  Cotton  Factory,  wMi  4400  spindles,  several  woollen  fac- 
tories, 1  iron  foundry,  and  6  oil  mills. 

CLINTON. 

The  Village  of  Bedford. 
[Communicated.] 

The  commencement  of  1831  found  the  site  on  which  is  building  the 
village  of  Bedford  an  unbroken  forest,  with  no  prospect  of  settlement. 
The  fall  witnessed  the  effects  of  the  American  system,  in  the  hum  of  a 
busy  population,  engaged  in  an  extensive  manufactorv  of  crown  glass; 
in  another  of  lumber,  or  in  building,  and  other  labor  consequent  on 
these  operations. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  in  consequence  of  the  high  price  of  fuel, 
the  distance  of  materials,  and  misfortunes  in  business,  the  Boston  crown 
glass  works  were  discontinued  some  time  since.  This  factory  was  the 
first,  and  for  thirty  years  the  only  one  of  its  kind  in  the  United  States, 
and  had  done  much  to  establish  the  credit  of  American  manufactures. 
The  strengih,  color,  and  peculiar  brilliancy  of  the  fabric,  rendered  it 
celebrated  throughout  the  country,  and  frequently  produced  foreign 
orders.  Tiifi  composition  used  in  making  the  glass  is  of  the  purest  kind, 
and  the  same  as  that  from  which  the  splendid  lo«<king-glass  plates  of 
Germany  are  formed.  The  workmen  were  considered  highly  skilful, 
and  it  was  a  matter  of  regret  that  capitalists  should  so  long  have  suf- 
fered them  to  remain  unemployed  ;  but  every  attempt,  save  one,  to  estab- 
lish the  business  in  this  country  before  had  been  abortive,  and  it  was 
justly  perhaps  considered  a  process  of  so  much  delicacy  as  to  require 
peculiar  qualifications  in  those  who  conducted  it.  The  Champlain  glass 
company  of  Burlinjiton,  Vermont,  finding  our  neglected  forest?  of  the  north 
abounding  with  materials  and  fuel  for  their  purpose,  have  engaged  this  set 
of  workmen,  and  re-established  the  manufacture  in  the  "fifty  mile  woods.'* 
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The  glass  is  made  from  p-ire  white  flint  (silex)  calcined,  and  reduced  to 
flour.  The  workmen  seem  to  have  lost  none  of  their  lact;  and  the  glass 
made  since  the  works  went  into  operation,  has  been  quite  equal  in  color 
and  brilliancy  to  the  old  •*  Boston  crown.'''  and  is  made  thicker  and  con- 
sequent y  stronger.  The  works  are  situated  on  the  new  road  leading 
from  Plattsburgh  to  Hopkinton,  and  to  the  enterprise  of  the  citizens  of 
the  former  place  in  opening  that  avenue,  we  are  probably  indebted  for 
this  inroad  on  the  wilderness.  Theie  is  only  one  similar  establishment 
in  the  L'mon,  (Cambiidge,  Massachusetts)  though  the  common  cylinder 
glass  factories  abound,  but  too  many  of  these,  with  a  shoa  sighted  policy, 
make  a  thin,  green,  worthless  article,  which  hardjy  repays  the  labor 
of  setting. 

A  manufactory  of  lumber  is  also  established  here,  by  the  same  com- 
pany, with  immediate  reference  to  'heir  own  wants  in  building,  box 
making,  &.c. ;  which  employs  a  bout  twenty  hands,  and  is  the  more  worthy 
of  notice  from  being  the  first  of  its  kind  (within  our  knowledge)  in  the 
country,  and  showing  the  possibility  of  applying  our  dot  mam  water 
privileges  to  the  working  of  wood,  which  is  now  generally  done  by  hand. 
The  works  embrace  an  English  .saw  mill — a  ciicular  saw  mill,  with  five 
foot  section  teeth  saw — a  shingle  mill,  ci  cular  saws  for  cutting  stuff  to 
lengths  and  widths  required — planing  mill — boring  apparatus — lathes — 
grindstones,  &c.  &c.  all  driven  by  water  power  from  the  Saranac,  which 
is  a  fine  steady  stream  offering  many  unoccupied  mill  sites. 

The  amount  of  glass  made  at  this  place  may  be  estimated  at  about 
$1,500  per  week,  or,  $78,0"0  per  annum.  The  manufacture  of  lumber 
will  be  from  $15,000  to  $20,00')  per  annum.  The  number  of  hands 
employed  in  these  processes  and  connected  with  them  is  about  one 
hundred  and  seventy  five. 

The  soil  around  the  new  settlement  is:  a  light  productive  loam,  good 
for  grain  and  grass,  and  though  in  some  places  stony,  yet  these  incum- 
brances to  the  farmer  aie  unimpoi taut,  as  they  furnish  the  basis  of  a 
business  which  gives  him  a  market  near  his  own  door  for  every  thing 
he  raises.

No  manufactories  of  importance. 

DELAWARE. 

Extensive  leather  manufactories,  3  woollen  factories,  1  iron  foundry. 

DUTCHESS. 

Numerous  cotton  and  woollen  manufactories  as  detailed  in  the  Register 
for  1830  and  1831  ;  among  the  principal  of  which,  ate  the  Matteawan 
cotton  factory,  and  the  Glenham  woollen  factory,  in  the  town  of  Kishkill. 
The  Matteawan  company  have  lately  erected  an  extensive  building  for 
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their  iron  foundries,  which  is  one  of  the  most  complete  establishments  of 
the  kind  in  the  state.  Their  castings  are  celebrated.  Agents  in  iNew- 
York,  Peter  H.  Schcnck  iCo.  123  Maiden-lane. 

In  Fishkill  on  the  Wappinger's  creek,  is  an  extensive  comb  manufac- 
tory, also  a  calico  printing  est.iblii-hment. 

ERIK. 

At  the  village  of  Black  Rock,  aie  .wo  flouring  mills,  with  nine  run  of 
Stones,  one  furnace  and  steam  engine  manufactoiy,  two  saw  mills,  one 
oil  mill,  one  cloth  dressing  and  clothing  works,  one  distillery,  and  one 
mill  for  sawing  stone.  1 

There  are  also  hydraulic  works  at  Clintonville,  two  miles  south  east 
of  Buffalo;  where  are  1  manufactory  of  woollen  blankets,  1  do.  of  hat 
bodies,  1  do.  of  leather,  1  flour  mill  and  three  saw  mills,  1  do.  for  saw- 
ing building  stone. 

In  Buffalo  village,  2  steam  iron  foundries,  1  steam  saw  mill,  and  one 
furnace. 

ESSEX. 

There  are  in  this  county  a  large  number  of  iron  works,  principally  on 
the  Sable  river,  on  which  are  Adgate's  falls,  of  80  feet  perpendicular. 
The  iron  is  of  a  superior  quality. 

FRANKLIN. 

At  Malone,  one  small  woollen  factory,  a  cotton  factory,  one  forge  with 
two  fires,  a  hemp  factory  or  machine  for  dressing  hemp,  and  a  rope 
walk. 

GENESEE. 

The  manufactories  are  unimportant.  At  Stafford  is  a  small  woollen 
factory  where  ^attinets  and  broadcloths  are  made.  In  Batavia  is  a 
bell  foundry. 

GREENE. 

The  manufactories  of  leather,  in  this  county,  about  thirty  in  number, 
are  the  most  extensive  in  the  state.  At  Catskill  is  an  iion  foundry  and 
a  paper  mill  which  employs  oO  hands.    In  Cairo  is  a  woollen  factory. 

HERKIMER- 

At  the  village  of  Little  Falls  on  ihe  Mohawk,  is  a  very  extensive 
water  power,  which  is  impioved  by  three  paper  mills, two  iron  foundiies, 
and  two  distilleiies.  Here  is  an  aqueduct  over  the  Mohawk  river  form- 
ing a  navigable  fee  ler  for  the  Erie  canal.  The  largest  portion  of  the 
real  estate  at  this  village  has  been  lately  purchased  by  a  company,  and 
the  lots  brought  into  market,  some  of  which  have  been  sold.  The  rapid 
improvement  <;f  the  village  may  now  be  confidently  expected.  There 
are  also  woollen  and  cotton  factories,  paper  mills,  and  iron  foundries, in 
other  towns- of  this  county,  as  noticed  in  the  Register  for  1831. 

JEFFERSON. 

The  Village  of  Watertown 
Ts  a  well  built  and  thriving  place,  containing  about  3000  inhabitants, 
and  is  the  county  seat  of  Jefferson,  situated  on  the  east  side  of  the 
Black  River;  which  here  forms  an  immense  water  power,  with  sites  for 
manufactories  for  miles  in  extent.  These  are  in  part  improved  at  pre- 
sent as  follows;    The  Jefferson  cotton  mill,  owned  by  L,  Beebe  &Co, 
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Ihe  largest  building  of  the  kind  in  the  state,  being  250  feet  in  length  by 
50  in  width,  and  4  stories  high.  This  establishment  has  4000  spindles 
in  operation,  106  looms,  and  employs  145  hands. 

The  Black  River  cotton  mill  has  800  spindles,  18  looms,  and  employs 
30  hands. 

Two  woollen  manufactories. 

Two  machine  shops  and  a  furnace. 

Two  morocco  factories. 

One  paper  mill,  owned  by  Knowlton  and  Rice. 

Two  tanneries,  one  of  which,  owned  by  Mr.  Fairbanks,  is  very  ex- 
tensive.

There  are  also  in  this  county,  the  Brownville  cotton  factory  at  Brown- 
ville,  3  woollen  manufactories,  at  Brownville,  Rutland,  and  Champion. 
Iron  works  anH  nail  manufactory,  ;it  Carthage. 
A  machine  factory  and  fuinace  at  Brownville. 
A  paper  mill  at  Pamelia. 

A  tannery  at  Brownville,  and  several  flouring  mills  at  different  places. 

KINGS. 

In  Brooklyn^  Glass  Works  owned  by  John  L.  Gilleland  &  Co.  where 
are  made  a  great  variety  of  elegant  mould  and  pressed  glass.  Oil  Floor 
Cloths,  Nassau  manufactory,  owned  by  Messrs.  Sands  and  iYTanley,  and 
one  other  establishment.  There  are  also  in  Brooklyn,  one  white  lead 
manufactory,  1  of  iron  castings  and  chain  cables,  2  of' carriages  (one 
of  which,  owned  by  Walters,  Bane  &  Co.  employs  about  thirty  hands,) 
2  of  sole  leather,  2  of  morocco,  2  of  patent  clocks,  8  extensive  rope 
walks,  3  distilleries,  2  breweries,  1  woollen  cloth  dressing  establishment, 
2  mustard  manufactories,  several  large  hat  manufactories,  and  1  card 
manufactory. 

In  Williamsburgh  there  are  several  rope  walks,  1  manufactory  of 
hinges,  &c.  1  turpentine  manufactory,  and  1  distillery. 

LEWIS. 

No  important  manufactories. 

LIVINGSTON. 

At  Mount  Morris,  in  this  county,  the  Genesee  river  has  been  dammed 
up,  and  the  river  conveyed  by  a  canal  through  the  village  ;  thus  creating 
a  fall  of  water  of  14  leet,  with  s;tes  for  the  erection  of  mills,  or  other 
works  requiring  water  power  to  a  great  extent.  The  village  of  Mount 
Morris  is  in  the  centre  of  one  of  the  finest  agricultural  districts  in  the 
state,  and  as  soon  as  mills  are.  erected,  will  be  the  place  of  deposit  for 
an  immense  amount  of  wheat  and  grain  of  all  kinds.  The  lands  in  its 
vicinity  are  of  the  first  quality,  both  upland  and  intervale,  and  hold  out 
great  inducements  to  enterprising  capitalists. 

At  Dansville  is  a  paper  mill. 

MADISON. 

Woollen  manufactories  at  Eaton,  Madison,  Chittenangn,  Cazenovia, 
and  De  Ruyter.  Cotton  manufactories  at  Eaton  and  Lebanon.  Iron 
works  at  Lenox.    Paper  mills — location  not  stated. 
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MONROE. 

One  cotton  factory  with  1400  sp  nriles,  2  woollen  factories,  1  furnace, 
1  brass  foundry,  and  13  flouring  mills  with  64  run-  of  stone  in  Rochester, 
3  flouring  mills  at  Wheatland,  1  flouring  mill  at  Chili.  3  flouring  mills  at 
Riga,  3  flouring  mills  at  Fenfield,  1  flouring  mill  at  Pittsfoid,  1  flouring 
mill  at  Rush,  2  flouring  mills  at  Mendon.

Columbian  foundry  No.  72  Duane-street,  Robert  M'Queen  proprietor ; 
iron  castings  of  all  descriptions,  steam  engines,  &c.  are  made  at  this 
establishment,  which  is  believed  to  be  the  oldest  of  the  kind  in  the  city. 

Steel  manufactory.  Oliver  L.  Claik,  West-jtreel,  near  Morion-st. 
This  steel  is  made  from  American  iron  ;  and  obtained  the  piemium  at 
the  fair  of  the  American  Institute,  1829. 
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Principal  Type  and  Stereotype  Founders. — E.  White,  George  Bruce, 
William  Hager,  James  Cornier,  A.  Chandler,  E.  Lothian,  A.  Pell  & 
Brother,  and  Rees  &  Redfield.  Probable  amount  of  type  and  stereo- 
type manufactured  annually  by  the  above  establishments,  $140,000; 
number  of  hands  employed  in  all,  about  400. 

The  following  articles  among  others  manufactured  in  the  city  of 
New- York,  obtained  premiums  at  the  fairs  of  the  American  Institute  : 
cotton  goods,  printed  silk  handkerchiefs,  sewing  silk  made  of  silk  raised 
in  Connecticut ;  hardware,  locks,  files,  and  cutlery;  mathematical  in- 
struments, brass  nails,  cast-iron  stoves,  silver  and  plated  ware,  clocks, 
cut  glass,  fire  bricks,  beaver  and  silk  hats,  boots  and  shoes,  elegant  piano 
fortes  from  several  manufacturers,  cabinet  and  gilt  ware,  maple  chairs, 
chemicals,  starch, japanned  leather;  leather,  fur,  and  cloth  caps,  up- 
holstery, &c. 

Principal  articles  manufactured  at  the  New-York  Chemical  Manu- 
factory :  oil  vitriol,  muriatic  acid,  spirits  nitre  fortis,  aq.  fortis  tin,  aq. 
fortis  duplex,  bleaching  powders,  alum,  copperas,  Epsom  salts,  blue 
vitriol,  and  borax.  The  establishment  is  situated  on  the  banks  of  the 
North  river,  about  three  miles  from  the  city,  and  manufactures  to  the 
amount  of  about  $50,000  per  annum. 

Hats.— The  value  of  fur  hat)  finished  in  the  city  of  New- York 
per  annum,  is  not  less  than  $1,500,000,  <*t  an  average  of  $3  per 
hat.  There  are  also  brought  to  this  city  £»r  sale  from  the  surrounding 
country,  hats  (finished)  to  the  probable  amount  of  $100,000  annually. 
A  large  proportion  of  those  finished  kk  this  city,  are  manufactured  in 
New- Jersey  and  Connecticut.  Thh  number  of  hat  stores  and  manu- 
factories in  the  city  is  about  IOC.  By  the  introduction  of  machinery, 
there  has  been  a  great  improvement  in  the  manuiacture  of  this  article  ; 
and  they  are  now  sold  at  fo^r  dollars  each,  equal  in  appearance  to  those 
formerly  sold  at  ten  dollar*

ORANGE. 

The  Village  of  Walden 
Is  situated  eleven  rmU'S  west  of  New  burgh,  at  the  falls  of  the  Wal- 
kill.  This  village  was  commenced  in  1823,  and  contained  in  1830 
about  800  souls.  The  sctvuny  is  of  a  highly  romantic  character  ; 
and  the  view  from  the  seat  Jesse  Scofnld,  esq.  lately  erected  on 
a  pleasant  eminence  in  the  village,  is  bound,  d  on  the  north  and  west 
by  the  lofty  Shawangunk  mountains,  and  south  and  east  by  the  High- 
lands, which  with  an  extensive  prosit  along  the  fertile  valley  of  the 
WalkiH,  forms  a  landscape  of  peculiar  Vauty.  While  this  place  is  at- 
tractive as  a  summer  residence  for  the  cii^ens  of  N.York,  it  has  great 
advantages  for  manufacturing,  being  in  a  heaUhy  country,  with  a  water 
power  sufficient  to  supply  numerous  manufacturing  establishments.' 
Apart  of  the  sites  are  occupied  as  follows: — oneTlannel  manufactory, 
one  Broadcloth  do.  one  Cotton  do.  one  Flour  mill,  ^nd  one  Sawmill. 
The  intercourse  with  the  city  of  N  York  is  easy,  and  the  price  of  trans- 
portation only  about  12^  cents  perewt.  There  is  an  Episcopal  church 
in  the  village,  and  respectable  schools  for  both  sexes,  with  a  library. 
Over  the  Walkill  river  a  wire  bridge  has  been  erected,  about  150 
feet  Ions,  at  a  point  where  a  cascade  of  32  feet  terminates. 

Franklin  Company.  This  factory  is  situated  in  Walden,  on  the 
Walkill  nver  near  the  falls,  for  the  manufacture  of  Flannels,  and  is  the 
most  extensive  of  any  in  the  state,  capital  100,000  dollars,  which  is  all 
invested.  The  establishment  consumes  from  65,000  to  7O,C0O  pounds 
of  woo!  per  annum,  and  manufactui  es  about  £40,000  yards  of  white 
and  coloured  flannels. 

Walkill  Company,  at  Walden.  This  factory  consumes  about 
120,000  pounds  of  cotton,  and  makes  about  360,00u  yards  of  sheeting 
per  annum. 

Orange  Company,  also  at  Walden.    They  manufacture  about  30,000 
yards  of  low  priced  hroadvloths  per  annum. 
A  Woollen  manufactory  at  Warwick. 
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Other  Manufactories  in  Orange  County. 
Parmele  &  Co.  iron  works  for  the  manufacture  of  nails,  &c.  an  ex- 
tensive establishment.

OSWEGO. 

The  village  of  Oswego  is  well  situated  for  manufacturing,  the  Oswe- 
go River  forming  convenient  water  power,  conducted  to  this  place  from 
the  fills  in  a  canal.  We  have,  however,  no  particular  returns  of  any 
manufactories  in  this  county. 

OTSEGO. 

At  the  outlet  of  the  Otsego  Lake,  which  flows  into  the  Susquehannah 
River,  are  situated  numerous  manufactories  (principally  Cotton  and 
Woollen,)  within  a  few  miles  of  the  pleasant  village  of  Cooperstown. 
The  principal  Cotton  Factories  are,  viz. — the  Phenix  Company,  1 100 
spindles  ,  Cockett's  Factory,  900  spindles  ;  Williams's  Factory  and 
Calico  and  printing  works,  at  Oakville,  1700  spindles  ;  the  Union  Manu- 
facturing Company,  2700  spindles  j  Hope  Company,  2200  spindles. 
The  last  three  establishments  are  on  Oak  Creek. 

At  Hartwick  i«  a  Woollen  Factory  and  Paper  Mill  ■  and  in  the 
vicinitv  is  Badger's  Machine  Shop,  and  Badger's  manufactory  of  Wa- 
ter Pai!s,where  about  13,n00  patent  pails  are  turned  annually,  and  sold 
at  50  cents  each. 

In  Butternuts  is  the  Butternuts  Cotton  Factory,  a  stonebuilding  with 
2200  spindles,  ami  a  new  building  to  contain  3000  spindles,  erected  in 
1831.    Here  is  also  a  Woollen  Manufactory. 

PUTNA.M. 

West  Point  Foundry. 

These  works  are  situated  at  Cold  Spring  in  Philipstown,  and  consist 
of  one  blast  furnace,  making  about  850  tons  of  Iron  annually  :  three  air 
furnaces,  and  three  Cupola  furnaces,  melting  about  2500  tons  of  Iron. 
Total  value  of  articles  manufactured  $2S0.C00  per  annum. 

The  number  of  hands  employed  is  about  200  in  this  county,  besides 
300  in  Orange  County  and  New-York,  in  works  connected  with  this 
establishment. 

There  are  also  in  this  county  two  Paper  Mills  and  a  Woollen  manu- 
factory. 

QUEENS. 

The  only  manufactories  in  Queens  County,  are  2  woollen  facto- 
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ries  at  Coldspring  in  the  town  of  Oyster-Bay ;  owners  Walter  R. 
William  H.  and  John  H.  Jones.  These  factories  are  extensively 
carried  on  by  water  power,  and  the  business  conducted  by  John  H. 
Jones. 

RENSSELAER. 

An  extensive  oil  cloth  manufactory  in  Lansingburgh ;  4  cotton  manu- 
factories in  Schaghticoke  ;  2  do.  do.  Hosick  ;  2  do.  do.  in  Troy;  1 
do.  do.  in  Nassau  ;  1  do.  do.  in  Phtstown;  1  woollen  do.  in  Pittstown; 
1  do.  do.  in  Troy  ;  1  do.  do.  in  Hosick. 

On  the  Wynants  Kill,  two  miles  south  from  Troy,  are  situated  two 
extensive  rolling  mills  and  nail  factories.  At  the  Albany  factory,  which 
is  owned  in  Albany  by  Messrs.  I.  &  J.  Townsend,  there  are  annually 
rolled  800  tons  of  iron,  of  which  450  tons  are  manufactured  into  nails. 
At  the  Troy  factory,  the  stock  of  which  is  held  in  Albany,  Troy,  and 
New-York,  there  are  annually  rolled  1000  tons  of  iron,  of  which  650 
tons  are  manufactured  into  nails,  and  130  tons  into  spikes.  These  last 
are  formed  by  an  eccentric  roller  and  machinery,  recently  invented  and 
patented  by  Henry  Burden,  and  they  are  considered  by  ship  and  boat 
builders  to  be  supeiior  to  any  heretofore  in  use.  From  3  to  400  tons  of 
iron  from  the  northern  counties  of  this  state  have  been, rolled  in  one 
year. 

RICHMOND. 

A  large  printing  and  dying  establishment  on  the  north  part  of  the 
island,  in  the  town  of  Castleton,  employs  about  one  hundred  hands. 

An  iron  mine  has  lately  been  discovered  in  this  county,  which  pro- 
mises to  be  productive. 

ROCKLAND. 

Ramapo  mills,  situated  on  the  Ramapo  river,  in  the  westerly  corner 
of  Rockland  county,  about  fourteen  miles  from  the  North  River,  and 
thirty  from  the  city  of  New-York.  This  is  a  very  extensive  establish- 
ment comprising  about  4000  acres  of  land,  and  about  one  hundred 
mills,  dwelling  houses  and  other  buildings.  The  Ramapo  manu- 
facturing company,  by  which  the  works  are  owned  and  carried  on,  was 
incorporated  in  1 824,  with  a  capital  of  400,000  dollars.  The  works 
consist  of  an  extensive  rolling  and  slitting  mill,  and  manufactory  of  cut 
nails  in  which  are  employed  nearly  a  hundred  men  :  a  cotton  mill  built 
of  brick,  having  5000  spindles  and  80  power  looms,  in  which  are  about 
200  hands  ;  also  a  grist  mill,  and  a  saw  mill.  The  village,  the  site 
of  which  is  remarkably  pleasant  and  salubrious,  comprises  700  inhabi- 
tants. 

Jit  Clarkstown  a  Woollen  Manufactory. 

M  Haver  straw,  Phelps  &  Peck's  establishment  for  making  Iron  wire 
on  an  extensive  scale :  a  rolling  and  slitting  mill  erecting  for  the  same 
proprietors. 

SARATOGA. 

Several  woollen  and  cotton  manufactories  in  Milton,  Moreau,  Me- 
chanicsville,  and  Schuylersville  :  5  oil  mills? 
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SCHENECTADY. 

There  is  only  one  incorporated  manufacturing  company  in  this  county: 
viz.  "  the  Schenectady  Manufacturing  Company.''  This  company  manu- 
factures 40U,000  yards  of  cotton  goods  annually,  besides  20,  or  30,000 
lbs.  of  yarn.  Their  factory  contains  2,000  spindles  and  fifty  looms,  and 
is  located  in  the  town  of  Rotterdam.  In  Schenectady  there  is  a  paper 
mill,  and  a  carpet  and  sattinet  factory,  both  on  an  extensive  scale.  In 
the  former,  about  5,000  reams  of  paper  are  made  annually  ;  and  in  the 
latter  ahout  50  yards  of  carpeting  and  40  yards  of  satinet  daily.

The  Village  of  Seneca  Falls. 

At  this  place  the  Seneca  river  falls  forty-six  fret,  creating  hydraulic 
power  sufficient  to  supply  many  mills  oi  manufactories.  The  village 
contains  1610  inhabitants,  (in  1K25  only  265)  and  is  rapidly  increasing. 
The  mill  sites  are  in  part  occupied  as  follows  :

Iron  works  at  Canton,  woolien  factory,  sythe  factory  and  paper  mill 
at  Waddington,  iron  works  at  Noifolk.  furnace  and  plough  factory  at 
Oswegatchie,  woollen  factory  and  afuinaceat  Potsdam,  iron  works 
of  G.  Parish  at  Rossie.

No  important  manufactories.

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TOMPKINS. 

In  Ithaca,2  woollen  manufactories,  1  cotton  factory,  and  several  other 
manufacturing  establishments,  situated  near  the  village  of  Ithaca,  on  a 
creek  which  flows  into  the  Cayuga  Lake.  The  water  power  is  very 
considerable  ai  this  place,  and  the  scenery  of  the  most  romantic  descrip- 
tion. Large  quantities  of  wheat  are  annually  purchased  at  Ithaca,  and 
floured  for  the  New, York  and  other  markets. 

In  Dryden,  1  cotton  factory — in  Ulysses,  1  woollen  factory. 

There  are  also  in  the  county,  2  oil  mills,  1  powder  mill,  1  brewery,  1 
sash  manufactory,  2  rifle  manufactories,  3  furnaces,  2  flouring  mills. 

ULSTER. 

In  the  town  of  Woodstock  is  located  the  manufactory  of  the  New- 
York  crown  and  cylinder  glass  company.  This  establishment  gives  em- 
ployment to  about  50  hands,  and  produces  about  1500  boxes  of  window- 
glass  per  month.    Agent  in  New-York,  D.  Elliott,  No.  5,  Burling-slip. 

In  Saugerties,  a  very  extensive  water  power  lias  been  brought  into 
operation,  at  great  expense,  by  the  enterprise  of  Henry  Barclay,  Esq. 
calculated  to  propel  machinery  to  almost  any  extent.  There  are  now 
in  operation  on  the  premises,  a  manufactory  of  white  lead,  on  improved 
principles;  an  extensive  iron  foundry  and  rolling  mill;  a  mill  for  saw- 
ing mahogany,  &c.  ;  and  one  of  the  most  extensive  and  complete  paper 
manufactories  to  be  found  in  the  United  States.  The  machinery  of  the 
paper  mill  is  on  the  most  approved  English  model,  and  capable  of  pro- 
ducing at  least  100  reams  of  paper  per  day. 

"WARREN. 

The  Village  of  Glenn's  Falls 
Is  situated  at  the  falls  of  the  Hudson  river  of  the  same  name,  the 
perpendicular  descent  of  which  is  about  70  feel,  forming,  of  course,  ad- 
vantageous situations  for  mill  sites  and  manufactories.  The  Champlain 
canal  has  a  feeder  which  passes  through  this  place,  a  large  dam  being 
thrown  across  the  river  two  miles  above.  There  are  no  important 
manufactories  in  the  county. 

WASHINGTON. 

In  addition  to  several  manufactories  of  wool,  cotton,  and  iron,  there 
has  lately  been  established  at  Sandy  Hill  a  manufactory  of  cotton 
bagging  from  hemp. 

WAYNE.

Two  iron  foundries  at  Peekskill,  one  woollen  manufactory  in  York 
Town,  one  do.  in  Greenburgh,  one  do.  in  Cortland,  one  do.  in  White- 
Plains,  one  do.  in  Yohkers,  two  cotton  manufactories  in  Mamaroneck, 
one  do.  in  New  Rochelle,  one  paper  mill  with  the  patent  machinery  in 
Sing  Sing  village,  two  paper  mills  in  Somers,  and  one  paper  mill  in 
Westchester.

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ONONDAGA  SALT  SPRINGS. 


Nehemiah  H.  Earll,  Superintendent.     M.  Van  Vleck,  Inspector. 

These  springs  are  situated  in  the  town  of  Salina,  Onondaga  county, 
and  are  the  property  of*  the  State.  Only  45  gallons  of  the  water  are  re- 
quired for  making  a  bushel  of  salt.  At  the  salt  works  on  the  sea  coast 
in  Massachusetts,  350  gallons  of  sea  water  are  used  to  make  the  same 
quantity. 

The  salt  is  manufactured  at  four  different  villages,  viz.  Salina,  Syra- 
cuse, Geddes,  and  Liverpool,  the  largest  proportion  being  made  at 
Salina.

The  net  revenue  derived  fron  salt  duties  by  the  state  from  1817  to 
1831  inclusive,  is  about  $1,400,000. 

Coarse  salt,  weighing  seventy-six  pounds,  and  equal  in  purity  to 
any  in  the  world,  is  sold  at  a  price  which  nets  the  manufacturer  nine 
cents  per  statute  bushel  of  56  pounds,  and  fine  salt  is  sold  at  six  cents. 
Notwithstanding  the  heavy  slate  duties  and  tolls,  the  dealers  have 
pushed  it  in  competition  with  foreign  salt,  east  upon  the  Hudson 
river  and  northern  canal,  and  west  as  fir  as  the  Ohio  river,  at  Wheeling,, 

The  average  price  of  salt  at  Turks  Island,  in  the  West  Indies,  is 
about  9  cents  ;  in  Liverpool  England,  15  cents  ;  in  Portugal,  8  cents. 


Extracts  from  the  Report  on  the  Salt  Springs,  made  to  the  Legislature 
January  14,  1832. 

"  That  during  the  year  1831  there  has  been  1,514,037  bushels  of  salt 
inspected  in  the  town  of  Salina,  one  hundred  and  eighty-nine  thousand 
bushels  of  which  is  coarse  salt ;  of  the  last  mentioned  quanti  y  one 
hundred  and  sixty-three  thousand  and  four  bushels  were  made  by  solar 
heat,  and  the  residue  by  artificial  heat  and  solar  heat  combined. 

That  the  number  of  manufuctories  of  salt  by  artificial  heat  in  the  said 
town,  is  one  hundred  and  thirty-five,  containing  three  thousand  and 
seventv-six  kettles,  four  pans  and  one  cylinder  with  18,794  superficial 
feet  of  vats  thereto  attached.  That  the  manufactories  making  salt  by 
solar  heat  and  evaporation  are  the  Onondaga  salt  company,  the  Syra- 
cuse salt  company,  and  Henry  Gifibrd's  works  ;  in  all,  consisting  of  one 
million  three  hundred  and  three  thousand  and  twenty-four  superficial 
feet  or  vats. 
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The  following  table  will  exhibit  the  number  of  bushels  of  salt  manu- 
factured at  each  manufacturing  village  ;  from  21st  of  April  last  to  the 
first  of  January  instant,  the  number  of  manufactories,  (excepting  those 
by  solar  evaporation);  the  number  of  kettles  and  pans ;  also  the  num- 
ber of  gallons  the  kettles  and  pans  contain  ;  the  whole  number  of  days 
all  the  manufactories  have  been  in  operation  ;  the  average  time  and  the 
average  product  per  day  of  each  of  the  manufactories.

From  the  foregoing  table  it  is  shown,  that  the  present  manufactories 
in  four  months  or  one  hundred  and  thirteen  days,  the  actual  time  each 
block  or  manufactory  averages  being  in  operation  since  the  2 1st  day  of 
April  last,  are  capable  of  producing  1,441,559  bushels  of  salt. 

The  reason  for  the  difference  in  the  products  of  the  manufactories 
at  the  respective  villages  in  a  given  time,  will  be  more  readily  perceiv- 
ed by  a  reference  to  the  table  below,  exhibiting  the  mean  capacity  of 
the  manufactories  at  each  village  in  gallons,  with  the  average  product 
per  day.

The  present  public  works  for  raising  salt  water,  consist  of  seven 
erections.,  Four  of  which  were  calculated  to  go  by  water  and  three  by 
steam.  The  only  pumps  now  in  use,  are  three  propelled  by  water 
power  ;  two  of  which  are  located  at  the  village  of  Salina,  and  the  other 
at  the  villageof  Geddes. — These,  it  is  believed,  are  capable  of  furnishing 
a  full  supply  of  brine  to  all  the  manufactories  on  the  reservation,  and  have 
done  so  since  the  first  of  October  last." 

N.  B.  The  total  quantity  of  salt  now  made  in  the  United  States,  is 
about  4,500,000  bushels  annually,  and  the  quantity  imported  from 
foreign  countries  in  1829  was  5,945,547  bushels:  total  consumption  of 
the  United  States,  over  10  millions  of  bushels.

Abstract  of  the  principal  provisions  of  the  Law  concerning 
Auctions. 

[Chap.  XVII.  Title  1,  Vol.  I.  N.  Revised  Laws  p.  528]. 
The  duties  are, 

1.  On  wines  and  ardent  spirits,  foreign  or  domestic,  two  per  cent. 

2.  On  goods  imported  from  beyond  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  and  sold  in 
packages,  bales,  &c.  as  imported,  one  per  cent. 

3.  On  all  other  articles,  subject  to  duties,  one  and  a  half  per  cent. 


Auction  Law. 
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The  following  articles  are  not  subject  to  duties. 

1.  Ships  and  vessels. 

2.  Utensils  of  husbandry,  horses,  neat  cattle,  hogs,  and  sheep. 

3.  Articles  grown,  produced,  or  manufactured  in  this  state,  except  dis- 
tilled spirits. 

4.  All  fabrics  of  cotton,  wool,  hemp,  and  flax  manufactured  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  United  States. 

Goods  are  exempted  from  auction  duties. 
U  When  they  belong  to  the  United  States  or  this  state. 

2.  When  sold  by  the  authority  of  a  court,  or  when  seized  by  a  public 
officer  on  account  of  any  forfeiture  or  penalty,  or  under  a  distress 
for  rent. 

3.  The  effects  of  a  deceased  person  sold  by  executors  or  administrators, 
or  by  a  person  authorized  by  a  surrogate. 

4.  The  effects  of  a  bankrupt  or  insolvent  sold  by  his  assignees,  appoint- 
ed pursuant  to  law,  or  by  a  general  assignment  for  the  benefit  of  all 
his  creditors. 

5.  Goods  damaged  at  sea  arid  sold  within  twenty  days  after  being  land- 
ed, for  the  owners  or  insurers. 

Any  citizen  of  this  state  may  sell  at  auction  (except  in  the  cifry  of 
New- York)  all  such  goods  as  are  not  subject  to  duties.  But  in  the  city 
of  New- York,  or  where  the  goods  pay  duties,  the  sale  must  be  by  an 
authorized  auctioneer,  his  partner,  or  clerk.  And  any  person  selling 
contrary  to  the  said  provisions,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

When  an  auctioneer  cannot  attend  an  auction  by  sickness,  by  duty 
as  a  fireman,  by  military  orders,  or  necessary  attendance  in  a  court  of  jus- 
tice, or  when  he  is  temporarily  absent  from  the  place  for  which  he  is  ap- 
pointed, he  may  employ  a  partner  to  attend  in  his  behalf. 

He  must  give  bond  to  the  people  of  this  state,  with  two  freehold 
sureties,  conditioned  in  the  penalty  of  five  thousand  dollars,  for  the 
payment  of  the  duties  imposed  by  law  and  accruing  on  his  sales.  The 
penalty  for  selling  without  executing  the  bond,  is  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  dollars  for  each  article  offered  for  sale. 

No  auctioneer  in  any  city,  shall  at  the  same  time  have  more  than 
one  house  or  store  for  holding  his  auction,  and  shall  before  entering 
on  his  office,  designate  in  a  writing,  to  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the 
city,  such  house  or  store  and  his  partner  or  partners.  But  goods  sold 
in  the  packages  in  which  they  were  imported,  furniture,  and  such  bulky 
articles  as  have  usually  been  sold  in  warehouses,  in  the  streets,  or  on 
the  wharves,  need  not  be  sold  in  the  house  or  store  designated  in  such 
writing,  if  such  sales  be  advertised  at  least  two  days  previously  in  one 
or  more  newspapers. 

Auctioneers  are  to  receive  two  and  a  half  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of 
aH  sales,  unless  by  previous  agreement  in  writfng,  and  for  demanding 
or  receiving  an  unlawful  commission,  shall  forfeit  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars,  and  refund  the  moneys  so  received.  on 
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Auction  Law. 


No  auctioneer, on  the  same  day  and  at  the  same  place  where  his  pub- 
lic auction  shall  be  held,  nor  any  other  person  at  the  same  time  and 
place,  shall  sell  at  private  sale  any  goods  liable  to  auction  duties,  un- 
der penalty  of  forfeiting  their  price. 

Every  auctioneer  shall  make  out  in  writing  a  quarterly  account, 
dated  on  the  first  days  of  April,  July,  October,  and  January  in  the  year 
for  which  he  is  appointed,  stating  minutely, 

1.  The  sum  for  which  any  goods  shall  have  been  sold  at  every  auction 
held  by  or  for  him,  from  the  time  of  his  giving  bond  or  from 
the  date  of  his  last  quarterly  account. 

2.  The  day3  on  which  sales  were  so  made  and  the  amount  of  each 
day's  sale,  designating  the  sales  made  by  himself,  or  in  his  pre- 
sence, and  those  made  in  his  absence  by  his  partner  or  clerk,  and 
the  causes  of  his  absence. 

3.  The  amount  of  att  private  sales  made  by  himself  or  his  partners, 
and  the  times  thereof. 

4.  The  amount  of  duties  chargeable  on  all  sales  made. 

Every  such  account  shall,  within  twenty  days  after  its  date,  be  exhi- 
bited by  auctioneers  for  a  city,  to  the  mayor  or  recorder,  and  if  by  an 
auctioneer  for  a  county,  to  a  county  judge,  and  be  verified  by  oath. 
Every  partner  of  an  auctioneer  and  every  clerk  who  has  made  any 
sales,  shall  also  swear  to  his  belief  in  the  truth  and  justice  of  every 
particular  of  such  account. 

The  state  duties  (together  with  the  addition  of  two  and  one  half  per 
cent,  on  the  whole  amount  of  them)  are  to  be  paid  within  ten  days  after 
exhibiting  such  account. 

Any  deceit  or  fraud  in  violating  any  provision  of  the  Title  respecting 
Auctioneers,  is  made  a  misdemeanor,  and  subjects  the  offending  party 
to  the  payment  of  treble  damages  to  the  party  injured.

CANALS  IN  PROGRESS. 

CHEMUNG  CANAL. 

To  extend  from  the  head  waters  of  Seneca  Lake  to  the  Chemung  (or 
Tioga)  river,  a  branch  of  the  Susquehannah,  at  the  village  of  Elmira, 
Tioga  county,  18  miles,  and  a  navigable  feeder  from  Painted  Post,  on 
the  Chemung  river,  to  the  summit  level,  13  miles,  making  31  miles  of 
canal  navigation.  Amount  appropriated  by  the  Legislature,  April  15, 
1829,  for  the  construction  of  this  canal,  $300,000.  On  the  canal  there 
are  to  be  53  wood  locks,  6  culverts^  3  aqueducts,  70  bridges,  1  dam,  and 
I  stone  guard  lock.  Bituminous  coal  of  superior  quality  is  found  in 
abundance  near  the  Chemung  river  in  Pennsylvania.  This  canal  will 
probably  be  completed  in  June  next.

CANAL  FUND. 

The  Canal  Fund  consists  of  the  following  items  (vide  Vol.  I.  N.  Y, 
Revised  Laws,  p.  193.) 

1.  Lands  granted  for  the  construction  of  the  canals  by  the  state, 
companies,  or  individuals,  remaining  unsold. 

2.  Debts  due  for  such  portions  of  said  lands  as  have  heretofore  been 
sold. 

3.  The  tolls  and  commutation  moneys  imposed  on  and  collected  from 
such  navigable  communications  belonging  to  the  state,  as  now  are  or 
hereafter  shall  be  made  and  completed. 

4.  Duties  on  the  manufacture  of  all  salt,  as  established  by  act  of 
15th  April,  1817,  (vide  Vol.  IV.  Laws,  p.  301,  40th  section.  This  duty 
i3  twelve  and  a  half  cents  per  bushel  on  all  salt  manufactured  in  the 
western  district  of  the  state.) 

5.  Proceeds  of  duties  on  all  goods  sold  at  auction,  excepting  there- 
from the  annual  sum  of  thirty-three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 
(This  sum,  by  act  of  April  15th,  1817,  is  appropriated  thus — twenty- 
three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  to  the  hospital,  the  economical 
school,  and  the  orphan  asylum  society,  and  ten  thousand  dollars  for 
the  support  of  the  foreign  poor  in  the  city  of  New- York. 

6.  All  moneys  received  for  the  sale  or  use  of  the  surplus  waters  of 
any  canal  belonging  to  the  state.  And, 

7.  All  moneys  recovered  in  suits  for  penalties  or  damages,  instituted 
under  the  canal  laws. 

The  tax  formerly  appropriated  to  the  canal  fund,  of  one  dollar  upon 
every  passenger  for  every  trip  such  passenger  was  conveyed  in  a 
steamboat  on  the  Hudson  river,  was  repealed  1825.

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INCORPORATED  CANAL  COMPANIES. 

Delaware  and  Hudson  Canal  Company. 

Incorporated  April  23,  1823,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  Canal 
and  Rail  Road,  from  the  Hudson  River  to  the  Coal  Mines  in  Luzerne 
County,  Pennsylvania.  Capital  $1,500,000,  of  which  £500,000  are  cm- 
ployed"  in  Banking  in  the  City  of  New- York — office  13  Wall-street. 
The  credit  of  the  State  of  New- York  has  also  been  loaned  the  Com- 
pany in  five  per  cent,  stock,  to  the  amount  of  $300,000. 

Canal  commenced  July  1825,  and  completed  October  1828. 

Length  of  Canal  as  follows  : — From  tidewater  of  the  Hudson  to 
Port  Jervis  on  the  Delaware  River,  59  miles.  Thence  up  the  Dela- 
ware to  the  mouth  of  Lackawaxen  River,  "24  miles.  Up  the  Lackawaxen 
in  Pennsylvania  to  Ho-tesdale  in  Wayne  County,  25  miles.  Total 
length  oi'  Canal,  108  miles. 

Lengthof  Rail  Road. — 16  miles  from  the  head  of  Canal  at  Hones 
dale  to  the  Coal  Mines  at  Carbondale  in  Luzerne  County,  in  the  Val- 
ley of  the  Lackawanna  River,  which  empties  into  the  Susquehannah 
at  Pittston,  22  miles  below  Carbondale  and  8  miles  above  W'llkesbarre. 
Total  length  of  Canal  and  Rail  Road  124  miles. 

This  Canal  is  32  to  36  feet  wide,  upon  the  water  line,  and  has  4  feet 
depth  of  water.  The  locks  are  76  feet  in  length  between  the  gates, 
and  9  feet  wide.    The  boats  are  estimated  to  carry  25  to  30  tons. 

The  principal  business  done  on  the  Canal  is  in  Coal,  of  which  43,200 
tons  have  been  brought  down  the  Rail  Road  and  Canal  in  1830.  Mer- 
chandise carried  up  the  Canal,  upwards  of  6000  tons. 

Coal  mined  and  brought  to  tide  water,  in  1831,  52,000  tons. 

The  Lackawanna  Coal  brought  down  this  Canal  is  deposited  at 
Bolton,  on  the  Rondout  Creek,  one  mile  from  the  Hudson  River,  (op- 
posite Rhinebeck)  where  vessels  may  load  drawing  11  feet  water.  It 
is  90  miles  from  the  City  of  New- York,  and  60  miles  from  Albany. 

At  Bollon,  385  vessels  have  been  loaded  with  Coal  (1830),  destined  for 
New- York,  the  cities,  towns,  and  villages  on  the  North  River,  in  New- 
Jersey,  and  the  Eastern  States. 

The  other  transportation  on  the  Canal  has  furnished  lading  to  more 
than  200  additional  vessels — making  an  average  of  about  75  vessels 
per  mrnth,  during  the  season  of  Canal  navigation,  (from  27th  April  to 
•22d  December,  1830.) 

Vessels  loaded  at  Rondout  in  1831,  from  April  to  December,  641. 

Amounlof  Tolls  received  in  1S31  (exclusive  of  Coal  Boats,)  $19,500.

Harlaem  Canal  Company,  City  of  New-York. 

Incorporated  April  18th,  1826.  Charter  perpetual.    Capital  $550,000. 

For  the  purpose  of  making  a  canal  connecting  the  Hudson  and  East 
Rivers,  through  Manhattan  Island,  which  commences  near  Hurl  Gate 
on  the  East  River,  and  crosses  the  island  through  Manhattanville  to 
the  Hudson  River,  average  distance  from  the  City  Hall  about  6  miles, 
length  about  3  miles,  depth  of  water  6  to  7  feet,  width  60  feet,  (except 
one  section  of  about  2000  feet  in  length,  near  the  centre  of  the  island, 
which  is  100  feet  wide.)  To  be  walled  with  stone  on  both  sides,  and 
to  have  a  street  50  feet  wide  on  each  side  the  whole  length,  with  a  lock 
at  each  end,  to  command  the  tide  water.

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INCORPORATED  RAIL-ROAD  COMPANIES. 

THE  MOHAWK  AND  HUDSON  RAIL-ROAD  CO. 

(Capital  $300,000,  with  permission  to  increase  to  $500,000.) 

Chartered  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New- York,  April  17th, 
1826.  The  object  of  the  incorporation  was  to  make  a  railway  between 
the  tide  water  of  the  Hudson,  at  Albany,  and  the  Mohawk,  or  the 
Great  Western  Canal  at  Schenectady. 

The  length  of  the  rail-road  between  the  two  inclined  planes  is  14 
miles,  and  the  distance  is  the  shortest  that  is  practicable  between  the 
two  navigations,  as  well  as  the  best  suited  in  other  respects  for  a  rail 
road. 

The  following  account  of  this  rail-road,  by  S.  Dewitt  Bloodgood,  Esq.  of 
Albany,  is  from  Sillimaii's  Journal  of  Science. 

Commissioners  were  appointed  by  the  governor  under  the  act,  to  ap- 
praise the  damages  done  by  taking  the  land  along  the  route  of  the  road, 
and  the  amount  of  the  appraisement  was  to  be  lodged  in  the  bank  to 
the  credit  of  the  owner. 

Not  till  1830  was  anything  like  a  fair  beginning  made.  By  the 
spirited  exertions  of  some  few  capitalists  in  New- York,  the  stock  was 
taken  up,  and  an  impetus  given  to  the  project.  The  surveys  were 
first  made  by  Mr.  Fleming,  who  left  the  employ  of  the  company  in 

1829.  Mr.  Jervis,  the  present  intelligent  engineer,  succeeded  him  in 

1830.  He  had  previously  acquired  reputation  in  the  service  of  the 
Hudson  and  Delaware  Company.  Lines  were  run  at  different  periods 
north  and  south  of  the  old  Schenectady  turnpike-road,  but  all  the 
surveys  seemed  to  eventuate  in  favor  of  the  southern  route.  There  the 
approach  to  the  river  was  easiest,  the  ground  requisite  for  the  termi- 
nation of  so  important  a  work  was  to  be  had  at  a  moderate  price,  and 
but  one  principal  street  of  the  city  was  crossed  by  the  track.  The 
route  adopted  by  the  company  upon  the  recommendation  of  Mr-  Jer- 
vis, was  generally  three-fourths  of  a  mile  north  of  Mr.  Fleming's  line, 
except  at  the  two  terminations.  It  is  believed  that  no  part  of  Mr.  F.'s 
plan  has  been  adopted. 

In  the  month  of  June,  1830,  an  advertisement  for  contracts  was 
published,  and  proposals  were  accordingly  received  on  the  15th  of 
July  following.  On  the  17th  of  the  same  month,  contracts  were  made 
for  the  grading,  for  the  stone  blocks,  broken  stone,  and  part  of  the 
timber,  &c.  On  the  12th  of  August,  same  year,  the  ground  was  broken 
at  Schenectady,  in  the  presence  of  a  large  concourse  of  people,  and  an 
address  was  delivered  by  C.  C.  Cambreleng,  Esq.  who  throughout  the 
whole  work  has  proved  a  persevering  and  efficient  agent  of  the  com- 
pany. 

The  work  was  divided  into  thirty  sections.  A  large  number  of  la- 
borers was  immediately  employed,  who  lived  in  temporary  buildings 
along  the  line  of  road,  and  havS  enjoyed  good  health  during  their 
employment. 
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The  prices  paid  by  the  company  for  the  different  items  of  work  and 
materials  are,  as  nearly  as  can  be  ascertained,  as  follows:

To  meet  the  expenditures,  the  capital  was  called  in  by  instalments 
of  6  and  10  per  cent,  and  the  whole  of  the  original  capital  was  paid  in 
on  the  1st  of  August,  1831. 

Twelve  miles  of  the  road  were  finished  about  the  same  lime,  and 
the  whole  of  the  single  track  was  to  have  been  completed  on  the  1st 
day  of  December,  1831. 

The  character  of  the  road. — With  two  slight  exceptions,  the  road  be- 
tween the  Albany  and  Schenectady  planes  is  perfectly  straight.  It 
however  commences  at  the  termination  of  the  city  line  on  the  Hudson 
River,  and  about  thirteen  acres  of  land  are  now  owned  by  the  com- 
pany, in  its  vicinity,  part  of  which  will  include  the  wharves  now  being 
constructed  for  the  accommodation  of  the  transportation  business.,  and 
the  earth  of  which  is  brought  in  small  cars  upon  a  light  wooden  rail 
road,  from  a  hill  above,  through  which  the  inclined  plane  is  to  pass. 

The  road  crosses  South  Pearl  Street,  under  a  fine  stone  arch  of 
durable  materials  and  handsome  construction,  thence  it  passes  up  the 
hill  with  an  inclination  of  one  foot  in  eighteen,  until  it  reaches  the 
summit  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  feet  above  the  Hudson.  At  this 
place  a  building  is  erected  which  contains  a  double  stationary  engine, 
estimated  at  twelve  horse  power.  It  is  of  the  high  pressure  kind, 
with  two  cylinders  seven  inches  and-a-half  in  diameter,  twenty-six 
inches  stroke.  To  these  is  attached  the  apparatus  for  hauling  up  the 
cars,  which  will  presently  be  noticed. 

The  road  then  proceeds  north-westerly  up  to  the  head  of  Lydius 
Street,  to  strike  which,  it  takes  a  curve  of  four  thousand  feet  radius, 
and  passes  over  two  heavy  and  hiah  embankments,  and  through  some 
deep  cuttings  near  the  alms-house. 

From  the  head  of  Lydius  Street,  (where  the  travel  at  present  termi- 
nates) it  proceeds  in  the  same  direction,  crossing  the  heavy  embank- 
ment, called  the  Buel  viaduct,  ascending  a  plane  for  about  three  miles, 
of  one  foot  in  two  hundred  and  twenty-five.  Afterwards  ascending  by 
two  other  planes,  at  different  points,  and  crossing  several  waterways, 
upon  embankments,  it  proceeds  to  the  Schenectady  summit.  There 
are  in  all  six  principal  embankments. 

About  four  miles  from  Schenectady,  there  is  a  curve  in  the  road, 
(radius  twenty-three  thousand  feet)  which  with  most  people  passes 
unnoticed.  Just  at  the  summit  is  a  smaller  curve,  with  a  radius  of 
one  thousand  one  hundred  feet.    Besides  the  plane  last  mentioned^ 
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there  is  another  of  three  miles,  where  the  ascent  is  one  foot  in  twd 
hundred  and  seventy,  and  another  of  one  mile  and-a-half,  where  it  is 
one  in  four  hundred  and  fifty  feet.  The  descent  from  the  Schenectady 
summit,  to  the  level  of  the  Hudson  is  three  hundred  and  thirty-five 
feet.  At  this  point,  a  beautiful  view  is  obtained  of  the  canal,  the  Mohawk 
river,  and  the  ancient  city  of  Schenectady.  A  double  stationary  en- 
gine is  placed  here,  and  may  thus' be  described.  In  the  cellar  of  a 
house  which  is  built  on  stone  foundations  across  the  road,  and  on  the 
north  side  are  placed  the  boilers.  The  steam  is  conducted  into  two 
horizontal  cylinders,  firmly  secured,  of  the  size  already  mentioned. 
The  shackle  bars  are  connected  with  an  axis,  on  the  extremity  of  which 
is  a  crown  wheel,  working  in  another  at  right  angles,  on  a  shaft 
placed  vertically.  -This  vertical  shaft  carries  at  its  upper  end,  which 
is  near  the  surface  of  the  road,  and  directly  in  its  centre,  a  larger 
wheel,  around  the  circumference  of  which,  the  hauling  ropes  pass,  and 
run  on  rollers  placed  at  regular  distances  down  the  plane.  The  plane 
overcomes  a  height  of  one  hundred  and  fifteen  feet,  with  an  inclina- 
tion like  that  near  the  Hudson,  and  running  down  a  heavy  embank- 
ment, strikes  the  canal  about  half  a  mile  from  the  principal  street  in' 
Schenectady,  but  the  track  is  prolonged  upon  a  level  to  within  sixty  rods 
of  the  same. 

The  soil  through  which  the  road  passes  is  generally  sandy.  Some' 
considerable  elevations  are  cut  through,  and  several  ravines  crossed.' 
The  slopes  left  by  the  cutting  or  formed  by  the  embankments,  are' 
partly  covered  with  sods,  and  will  be  entirely  so  in  the  course  of 
another  season,  s  No  settling  of  the  road  has  taken  place  except  in 
a  very  slight  degree  in  some  of  the  embankments,  which  is  easily  rec- 
tified. 

Construction  of  the  road. — After  the  grading  was  finished,  the  residue 
of  the  work  was  done  in  the  following  manner  : — under  each  line  of 
the  rails,  which  is  very  accurately  ascertained  by  means  of  a  transit 
instrument,  square  holes  are  dug  at  the  distance  of  three  feet  from 
centre  to  centre,  capable  of  containing  nine  cubic  feet  of  broken  stone. 
In  clay,  the  holes  are  connected  by  a  neck,  and  in  these  holes,-  in  either 
case,  the  broken  stone  is  placed,  and  rammed  down  so  as  to  form  a 
solid  mass.  The  stone,  which  is  principally  gray  wacke,  is  broken  into 
pieces  that  will  pass  through  a  ring  of  two  inches  diameter.  On  this 
foundation  the  stone  blocks  are  placed,  quarried  either  on  the  canal, 
twelve  miles  above  Schenectady,  or  at  Singsing  on  the  Hudson, 
about  double  that  distance  from-  New- York.  They  are  dressed  on 
the  upper  side  only,  but  have  a  flat  bottom,  in  order  to  lie  evenly  upon 
the  broken  stone.  They  are  very  quickly  laid  down  and  levelled,  and 
firmly  seated.  A  little  practice  enables  even  an  ordinary  workman  to 
adjust  them  to  their  places. 

A  massive  wooden  pounder,  with  four  arms,  managed  by  the  united 
strength  of  four  men,  is  applied  to  them,  to  bring  them  exactly  to  their 
level,  after  the  broken  stone  has  been  moved  in  such  a  way  as  to  give 
them  their  proper  position.  The  next  step  is  to  drill  the  holes  in  the 
face  of  the  stone,  and  by  means  of  a  simple  adaptation  of  an  old 
principle  which  may  hereafter  be  noticed,  four  holes  can  be  drilled  at 
once,  two  in  each  block,  with  great  ease,  and  much  economy  of  labor 
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and  time.  In  these  drillings,  small  plugs  of  locust  wood,  about  four 
inches  long,  and  about  an  inch  in  diameter,  are  loosely  placed.  Into 
these  plugs  are  driven  the  iron  spikes  which  pass  through,  and  hold 
down  the  cast  iron  chairs.  The  chairs  are  pieces  of  a  peculiar  shape, 
being  double  or  single,  secured  to  the  stone  block  by  a  spike,  and 
clasping  the  rail  on  each  side.  The  double  chaiis  are  of  sufficient 
length  to  pass  across,  beneath  the  rail,  and  are  used  in  the  proportion 
of.one  to  three  single  chairs,  which  are  on  each  side  of  the  rad  also, 
but  do  not  pass  under  it; 

The  rails  are  pieces  of  wood,  from  twenty-one  to  twenty-four  feet 
long,  and  six  inches  square,  hewed  out  of  Norway  and  white  pine,* 
brought  from  the  vicinity  of  Seneca  lake,  and  which,  in  its  quality,  is 
considered,  by  the  engineer,  equal  to  yellow  pine.  These  rails  are 
placed  in  the  iron  chairs,  and  are  wedged  with  wooden  wedges  on  the 
outer  side  into  a  perfectly  true  line.  On  these  lie  the  iron  rails,  which 
are  made  of  the  best  of  wrought  iron,  and  were  manufactured  at  Wol- 
verhampton, Staffordshire. 

They  are  two  inches-and-a-half  wide  at  bottom,  and  rounded  off*  to 
one  inch  and  seven-eighths  on  the  top.  Their  thickness  is  only  nine- 
sixteenths  of  an  inch.  The  weight  is  twenty-one  tons  per  mile.  These 
bars  are  tongued  and  grooved,  and  are  secured  to  the  wooden  rail  by 
iron  spikes,  driven  through  oval  openings.  The  expansion  and  con- 
traction of  the  metal  are  provided  for  in  these  openings,  and  also  by 
the  tongues  and  grooves.  Where  the  bars  join,  an  iron  plate  is  placed 
underneath,  and  it  is  remarked  that  although  additional  strength  is 
gained  by  this,  yet  the  iron  rails  seem  to  wear  faster  at  these  places 
than  at  any  others.  After  the  road  was  used,  these  bars  upon  ex- 
amination made  by  the  writer,  were  found  to  be  magnetic. 

At  the  distance  of  twenty-one  feet,  tie  pieces,  as  a  farther  security, 
are  laid  down,  to  bind  the  rails  to  each  other  and  keep  them  in  proper 
parallelism.  Broken  stone  is  also  laid  down  between,  and  at  the  side 
of  the  rails,  and  this  is  again  covered  with  earth. 

Upon  the  embankments  stone  blocks  have  not  yet  been  put  down,  in 
order  to  give  time  for  them  to  settle.  When  any  settling  is  observed, 
the  timbers,  on  which  the  rails  at  present  rest,  are  pryed  up  and  se- 
cured, and  the  level  is  maintained. 

The  other  track,  which  is  on  the  south  side  of  the  one  now  in  use, 
is  in  a  state  of  active  preparation. 

Passengers  are  carried  upon  this  road  in  coaches,  drawn  by  horses, 
and  by  the  locomotive  engines,  whose  powers  are  not  yet  conclusively 
tested.  The  De  Witt  Clinton,  on  the  plan  of  Mr.  Hall,  is  an  American 
engine,  from  the  West  Point  foundry,  and  the  Robert  Fulton,  an  Eng- 
lish engine,  is  from  the  shop  of  Robert  Stephenson.  The  former  is 
about  eleven  feet  six  inches  in  length,  and  mounted  on  iron  wheels  of 
four  feet  eight  inches  diameter.  The  boiler  contains  one  hundred  and 
fifteen  gallons  of  water,  and  will  sustain  a  pressure  of  several  hundred 
pounds  to  the  inch,  although  it  is  intended  to  work  at  a  pressure  of  fifty 
pounds  only. 


'  Firms  resinos,  and  pinus  strobius  of  Linnaeus,  the  latter  known  in  England  as 
the  Weymouth  pine. 
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There  are  two  cylinders,  one  on  each  side  of  the  engine,  towards 
the  rear  of  the  boiler,  each  of  five  inches  and  a  half  diameter,  and  six- 
teen inches  stroke.  The  pistons  move  on  the  inside  of  the  wheels, 
which  is  an  improvement  on  some  of  the  English  engines.  The  shackle 
bars  are  connected  with  the  axle  of  the  front  wheels,  which  is  bent 
into  the  shape  of  a  double  crank.  There  is  a  safety  valve  on  the  top, 
of  the  usual  description. 

The  power  of  the  engine  is  over  ten  horses,  and  its  weight  is  six 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty  eight  pounds  and  a  half,  being  much 
less  in  proportion  than  that  of  the  best  English  engines.  As  it  stands 
on  the  rails,  it  can  be  very  easily  moved  by  a  single  hand !  The  ten- 
der is  a  carriage  mounted  on  smaller  wheels,  and  carries  a  square  box 
with  an  awning  upon  it,  in  which  are  apartments  to  hold  an  iron  tank, 
and  the  requisite  quantity  of  fuel.  li  is  dragged  next  to  the  locomo- 
tive, and  has  a  stout  spring  in  front  to  keep  it  at  the  same  distance  re- 
latively from  the  engine.  Behind  these  come  the  coaches  for  the  pas- 
sengers. These  run  on  iron  wheels  constructed  like  the  rest,  with  a 
flange  or  inner  edge,  which  makes  it  impossible  for  them  to  run  oil* 
the  rails. 

The  coaches  are  built  like  the  common  post  coaches,  peculiar  to  our 
own  country,  and  will  carry  inside  and  out,  about  twenty  passengers 
each.  They  are  very  comfortable  and  convenient,  but  others,  of  the 
English  pattern,  are  in  contemplation. 

The  following  difficulties  occurred  upon  experimenting  with  this 
engine.  The  surging  of  the  water  in  the  boiler  was  so  great,  that  it 
passed  over  into  the  cylinders.  This  was  remedied  by  building  a  high 
steam  chamber  upon  the  top  of  the  boiler.  The  eduction  pipes  ter- 
minated too  low  in  the  chimney,  and  injured  the  draft,  and  the  chim- 
ney itself  was  too  large.  All  this  was  remedied.  The  anthracite  coal 
was  found  to  pack,  and  required  a  blast.  An  artificial  blast  was  given, 
and  then  the  heat  seemed  to  be  too  great  in  one  place,  and  too  hule  in 
others.  It  did  not  dilluse  itself,  but  melted  the  grates,  and  the  nozzle 
of  the  pipe  frpm  the  wind  reservoir.  At  present  it  consumes  wood — 
the  experiments  are  not  complete,  in  relation  to  fuel.  The  average 
speed  of  this  engine,  with  three  loaded  cars,  equal  to  about  eight  tons, 
is  fifteen  miles  an  hour,  but  it  has  frequently  accomplished,  with  the 
same  load.  thirty  miles  an  hour. 

The  Robert  Fulton  has  a  much  more  compact  appearance,  and 
weighs  twelve  thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty-two  pounds,  of  which 
eight  thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty-five  pounds,  rest  on  one  pair 
of  wheels.  It  was  made,  as  we  have  said,  by  Robert  Stephenson,  the 
celebrated  English  engineer,  of  Newcastle  upon  Tyne.  Theframeisas 
long  as  that  of  the  De  Witt  Clinton,  and  is  mounted  on  wooden  wheels, 
strongly  bound  with  iron.  There  are  two  cylinders,  each  of  ten  inches 
diameter,  and  fourteen  inches  stroke  ;  these  are  in  the  lower  part  of 
the  chimney,  and  are  kept  warm  by  the  smoke  and  hot  air.  The  pis- 
tons are  connected  with  the  axis  of  the  hind  wheels.  The  fire  is  made 
in  a  cylindrical  furnace,  hanging  down  between  them,  and  the  heat 
passes  directly  through  eight  rows  of  horizontal  tubes  of  the  length  of 
the  boiler.  The  steam  pipes  pass  through  the  boiler  just  above  the 
tubes,  and  by  a  simple  contrivance  the  steam  ascends  to  the  top  of  a 
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steam  chamber,  and  there  enters  a  funnel-mouthed  tube,  connected 
with  the  steam  pipes.  Any  bad  effects  of  the  surging  of  the  water 
are,  of  course,  prevented.    The  safety  valve  is  of  the  ordinary  kind. 

The  eduction  pipes  are  carried  partly  up  the  chimney,  and  power- 
fully assist  the  draft.  It  has  been  tried  and  found  to  succeed  ad- 
mirably. Its  great  weight  renders  its  usefulness  somewhat  problem- 
atical upon  a  wooden  rail.  There  are  yet  some  accurate  experiments 
to  be  made  on  these  subjects,  and  therefore  we  shall  dismiss  this  part 
of  our  subject  with  a  quotation  from  the  original  description  of  this  en- 
gine, now  before  us  in  the  handwriting  of  Mr.  Stephenson  : — "As  to 
the  power  of  this  engine,  it  would  take  twenty  tons  without  difficulty, 
but  with  twelve  it  will  be  much  better.  The  small  inclination  of  one 
in  two  hundred  and  twenty- five,  will  affect  the  motion  of  the  engine 
very  little." 

Saratoga  and  Schenectady  Railroad  Company. 
[Chartered  in  April,  1831— Capital  SI 50,000.] 

This  railroad  was  commenced  in  J  831 ,  and  will  probably  be  com- 
pleted during  the  present  season.  It  forms  a  continuation  of  the 
Mohawk  and  Hudson  railroad  from  the  city  of  Schenectady  to  the 
villages  of  Ballston  Spa  and  Saratoga,  and  unites  these  celebrated 
watering  places  with  the  line  of  steam  navigation  on  the  Hudson. 

This  railroad  will  pursue  nearly  a  straight  course,  and  will  be  nearly 
level  through  its  whole  extent,  It' will  be  laid  with  a  single  set  of 
tracks,  and  the  cost  of  a  single  mile  in  the  vicinity  of  Ballston  is  ex- 
pected to  exceed  $25,000.  The"  greater  portion  of  the  route  is  highly 
feasible,  and  the  road  will  be  constructed  at  a  moderate  expense. 
Distance  from  Schenectady  to  Saratoga  about  20  miies.; 

Catskill  and  Canajoharie  Railroad  Company. 

Incorporated  in  1830— Capital  $600,000.  For  constructing  a  railroad 
from  the  village  of  Catskill  to  Canajoharie,  distance  about  70  miles. 

The  capital  stock  of  this  company  has  been  subscribed,  and  fourteen 
miles  of  the  road  have  been  placed  under  contract.  This  railroad  is 
designed  to  connect  with  the  Erie  canal  as  above  mentioned,  and  also 
to  extend  at  a  future  period  down  the  valley  of  the  Susquehannah. 

Ithaca  and  Oweso  Railroad  Company. 

Incorporated  in  1828,  with  a  capital  of  5150.000.  For  constructing  a 
railway  from  the  village  ef  Ithaca,  at  the  head  of.  the  Cayuga  lake, 
to  the  village  of  Owego,  on  the  Susquehannah  river,  a  distance  of 
29  miles. 

This  railroad  will  open  a  communication  between  the  Erie  canal 
and  the  northern  and  midland  counties  of  Pennsylvania,  by  which  the 
salt  and  plaster  of  our  own  state  will  find  an' extensive  market.  It  is 
also  well  calculated  to  facilitate  the  transportation  to  Ealtimore  and 
Philadelphia  of  the  agricultural  and  other  products  of  a  valuable  region 
of  country,  which  cannot  be  sent  to  our  own  markets  but  by  a  circuit- 
ous navigation  of  more  than  400  miles.    It  is  probable,  however,  that. 
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a  direct  communication  will  soon  be  opened  by  a  railway  through  the 
southern  tier  of  counties  to  the  city  of  New- York,  in  the  event  of 
which  the  Ithaca  and  Owego  railroad  will  form  an  important  line  of 
communication  with  the  interior  portion  of  the  state. 

The  capital  stock  of  this  company  has  been  subscribed  for,  and  it 
is  proposed  to  increase  the  amouut  to  $300,000.  The  necessary  sur- 
veys for  locating  the  road  have  been  completed,  and  preparations  made 
to  prosecute  the  enterprise  with  vigor. 

Harlaem  Railroad  Compani;. 
Incorporated  April  1331,  with  a  capital  of  $3.^0,000.    For  constructing 

a  railway  on  the  island  of  New-York,  from  Twenty-third  street  to 

the  Harlaem  river. 

This  road  is  located  on  the  Fourth  avenue,  with  a  branch  extending 
across  the  island  at  Twenty-fourth  street,  near  Harlaem  village.  It  is 
proposed  to  adopt  a  maximum  tirade  of  2G  feet  to  a  'mile,  which  will 
require  at  one  point  a  rock  cutting  of  57  feet.  The  work  is  under 
contract,  and  will  be  prosecuted  with  energy.  The  company  have 
applied  to  the  legislature  for  leave  to  construct  their  road  as  far  south 
as  Fourteenth-street,  with  power  to  extend  the  same  hereafter  through 
such  streets  in  the  city  as  the  corporation  may  designate  for  that 
purpose. 

It  is  proposed  1o  unite  the  contemplated  railroad  from  New- York  to 
Albany  with  the  Harlaem  railroad  at  the  termination  of  the  Fourth 
avenue. 

Rochester  Canal  and  Railroad  Company. 
This  company  was  incorporated  in  April,  1331,  for  constructing  a 
railroad  from  the  village  of  Rochester  to  the  head  of  navigation  on  the 
Genesee  river,  below  the  falls,  and  opening  a  communication  from  the 
Erie  canal  at  Rochester  to  Lake  Ontario.  The  work  is  now  in  pro- 
gress. 


CONTEMPLATED  RAILKOADS. 
Neio-York  and  Erie  Railroad  Company. 

A  bill  is  now  before  the  legislature  for  incorporating  this  company 
with  a  capital  of  six  millions  of  dollars,  and  power  to  increase  the  same 
to  tc;n  millions,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  radroad  from  the 
city  of  New-York,  or  some  suitable  point  in  its  vicinity,  through  the 
southern  tier  of  counties,  by  way  of  Owcgo,  to  the  shore  of  Lake  Erie, 
at  some  point  between  the  mouth  of  Cattaraugus  creek  and  the  Penn- 
sylvania line.  The  object  of  this  company  is  to  open  a  communication 
with  those  secluded  districts  which  ha*c  not  enjoyed  facilities  for 
reaching  a  market,  to  obtain  access  by  railway  to  the  great  coal  fields 
of  Pennsylvania,  and  to  facilitate  commercial  intercourse  with  the 
interior  portions  of  New- York,  and  with  the  states  northwest  of  the 
river  Ohio,  at  all  seasons  of  the  year 

That  portion  of  the  route  which  lies  between  the  city  of  New-York 
and  the  waters  of  the  Susquehannah,  is  known  to  be  somewhat  diffi- 
cult ;  but  the  facts  which  have  been  elicited  by  various  surveys  seem 
to  indicate  that  this  route  is  sufficiently  practicable.    After  reaching 
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the  Susquehannah,  the  route  is  considered  to  be  highly  favorable  in  its 
character ;  and  perhaps  no  enterprise  which  has  been  presented  for 
the  approbation  of  our  citizens  promises  results  so  important  to  the 
future  welfare  and  prosperity  of  our  state  and  country.  The  position 
of  this  railway  will  also  be  admirably  adapted  to  the  construction  of 
lateral  roads  through  the  extensive  and  fertile  valleys  by  which  it  is 
intersected. 

New-York  and  Albany  Railroad  Company. 

A  bill  for  incorporating  this  company  is  also  before  the  legislature — 
capital  two  millions,  with  power  to  increase  the  same  to  five  millions, 
for  constructing  a  railroad  from  the  termination  of  the  Fourth  avenue, 
at  the  Harlaem  river,  to  the  cities  of  Albany  and  Troy.  The  route  in 
contemplation  passes  near  the  eastern  line  of  the  state,  on  the  route 
formerly  surveyed  for  the  Sharon  canal,  and  throughout  the  greater 
portion  of  its  extent  is  of  a  highly  favorable  character.  It  intersects  a 
district  inhabited  by  an  industrious  population,  and  which  abounds  in 
iron,  marble,  lime,  and  other  heavy  products,  while  it  possesses  abun- 
dance of  water-power,  as  well  as  other  facilities  for  furnishing  a  large 
amount  of  transportation. 

It  will  appear  from  the  statistical  accounts  which  have  been  obtained 
from  this  section  of  the  country,  that  its  present  business  is  snfficient 
to  afford  a  liberal  support  to  the  proposed  railway.  This  work  will 
also  serve  the  important  purposes  of  securing  a  communication  be- 
tween the  city  of  New- York  and  the  interior  of  the  state  during  winter, 
and  of  opening  a  profitable  intercourse,  by  a  new  channel,  with  the 
New-England  states. 

Hudson  and  Erie  Railroad  Company. 

A  bill  has  been  reported  to  the  legislature  for  incorporating  this 
company,  with  a  capital  of  seven  millions  of  dollars,  for  constructing  a 
railroad  on  the  general  route  of  the  Erie  canal,  from  the  city  of  Sche- 
nectady through  the  towns  of  Utica  and  Salina,  to  Buffalo  on  Lake 
Erie.  The  bill  provides  that  the  company  shall  pay  to  the  state  of 
New- York  the  same  tolls  on  all  property  carried  on  the  railroad  as  is 
now  or  may  hereafter  be  paid  for  property  conveyed  on  the  canal.  If 
this  enterprise  and  that  last  mentioned  should  be  carried  into  effect, 
the  result  will  be  an  uninterrupted  communication,  by  railway,  from 
the  city  of  New- York,  through  the  political  capital  of  the  state,  to 
Buffalo  on  Lake  Erie,  a  distance  of  about  500  miles. 

Troy  and  Whitehall  Railroad  Company. 
A  bill  has  also  been  reported  to  the  legislature  for  incorporating  a 
company,  with  a  capital  of  dollars,  to  construct  a  rail- 

road from  the  city  of  Troy,  and  near  the  route  of  the  Northern  canal, 
to  the  village  of  Whitehall,  at  the  head  of  Lake  Champlain,  with  the 
same  provision  in  relation  to  property  carried  on  the  railroad  as  in  the 
case  of  the  proposed  railroad  on  the  route  of  the  Erie  canal.  This 
work  is  intended  to  form  a  continuation  of  the  New- York  and  Albany 
railroad,  and  to  connect  the  same  with  the  lines  of  steamboats  on 
Lake  Champlain.  It  is  also  proposed  to  continue  the  railroad  from 
Whitehall  to  Rutland  in  the  state  of  Vermont. 
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Dutchess  County  Railroad  Co. — Hudson  and  Berkshire  Railroad  Co. 

Bills  are  pending  for  the  above  roads,  which  will  serve  as  branches 
from  the  New- York  and  Albany  Railroad,  to  the  city  of  Hudson,  and 
the  village  of  Poughkeepsie,  and  to  open  a  communication  between  those 
places  and  the  states  of  Massachusetts  and  Connecticut. 

Troy  Turnpike  and  Railroad  Company. 

This  company  was  chartered  at  the  last  session  of  the  legislature,  to 
construct  a  turnpike  or  railroad  from  Troy,  to  Bennington  in  the  state 
of  Vermont.  The  stock  has  been  subscribed,  and  various  surveys  and 
examinations  have  been  made,  and  it  is  possible  that  this  railway  may 
be  so  located  as  to  form  a  branch  of  the  Troy  and  Whitehall  railroad, 
though  the  valley  of  Hoosic  river. 

Troy  and  Schenectady  Railroad  Co. — Rensselaer  and  Saratoga  Railroad  Co. 

Bills  are  now  before  the  legislature  for  establishing  these  railroads, 
which  are  designed  to  open  a  direct  communication  from  the  city  of 
Troy  to  Schenectady  on  the  one  hand,  and  to  the  village  of  Saratoga  on 
the  other. 

Saratoga  and  Fort  Edward  Railroad  Co. —  Warren  County  Railroad  Co. 
Bills  are  also  pending  for  these  railroads,  the  first  of  which  is  to  extend 
from  Saratoga  to  Fort  Edward,  or  to  Glenn's  Falls,  on  the  Hudson  ;  and 
the  second  is  to  continue  from  thence  to  Caldwell,  on  Lake  George, 
with  a  view  to  complete  the  line  of  communication  from  that  lake  to 
the  city  of  New-York. 

Railroad  from  the  Catskill  and  Canajoharie  Railroad  to  the  Susquehannah 
River. 

An  application  is  pending  before  the  legislature  for  an  act  of  incorpo- 
ration for  constructing  a  railroad  from  the  Catskill  and  Canajoharie 
railroad,  in  Schoharie  county,  through  the  valleys  of  the  Cobleskill  and 
Schenevus  creeks,  to  Collicrsville  on  the  Susquehannah  river.  It  ap- 
pears from  the  report  of  Major  Beach,  engineer  of  the  Catskill  and 
Canajoharie  railroad  company,  that  the  route  to  Collicrs-xille  pursues  a 
deep  and  unbroken  valley,  extending  from  the  Schoharie  creek  to  the 
Susquehannah  river,  a  distance  of  39  miles. 

"  The  distance  from  the  summit  dividing  the  waters  of  Cobleskill  and 
Schenevus  creek  to  the  Susquehannah  is  about  21  miles,  and  the  eleva- 
tion to  be  overcome  390  feet ;  and,  from  the  favorable  circumstance  of 
the  ground,  the  whole  may  be  thrown  into  an  averaged  grade  of  18^  feet 
per  mile.  From  the  summit  eastward,  down  the  Cobleskill  to  the  line 
of  the  Canajoharie  and  Catskill  railroad,  is  18  miles,  and  the  descent 
858  feet,  which  can  be  thrown  into  an  averaged  grade  of  47f  feet  per 
mile :  but,  with  a  view  of  better  adapting  the  grade  to  the  circumstance 
of  the  ground  and  the  improvements  of  the  country,  it  may  be  advisable 
to  divide  it  into  two  grades,  and  upon  the  first  six  miles  descend  83  feet 
per  mile;  thus  overcoming  498  feet.  The  residue  being  divided  upon 
the  remaining  12  miles,  would  make  an  averaged  grade  of  30  feet  per 
mile."  ...... 

It  is  proposed  by  the  friends  of  this  route  to  make  it  a  channel  of 
communication  through  the  southern  tier  of  counties.  Major  Beach 
states  that  "  the  sum  of  elevation  on  this  route  is  1,248  feet,  and  slopes 
so  gradually  as  to  render  stationary  power  unnecessary.  The  total  ascent 
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and  descent  upon  the  Canajoharie  and  Catskill  road,  between  the  junc- 
tion of  this  and  the  Hudson  river  at  Catskill,  is  1,747  feet,  on  which  one 
stationary  power  will  be  necessary  in  ascending  from  Middleburgh  to 
the  Vly  summit.  From  thence  to  the  Hudson  the  average  grade  is  30 
feet  per  mile,  on  which  stationary  power  can  be  dispensed  with,  thereby 
requiring  but  one  stationary  power  between  Lake  Eric  and  the  Hudson 
river."  It  is  also  proposed  to  continue  the  road  from  Catskill  through 
Ulster  and  Orange  counties,  by  the  Ramapo  gap,  to  New- York. 
Utica  and  Susquehannah  Railroad  Company. 

The  bill  which  has  been  reported  for  incorporating  the  above  company, 
provides  for  constructing  a  railroad  from  Utica  to  the  state  line  of  Penn- 
sylvania, through  the  upper  valley  of  the  Susquehannah. 
Ithaca  and  Geneva  Railroad  Co. — Geneva  and  Canandaigua  Railroad  Co: 

A  bill  has  been  reported  for  incorporating  the  first  named  company, 
for  constructing  a  railway  from  Ithaca  to-  Canandaigua,  and  commu- 
nicating by  the  Ithaca  and  Owego  railroad,  with  the  contemplated  New- 
York  and  Erie  railroad.  The  second  named  company  was  incorporated 
by  a  former  legislature,  for  constructing  a  railroad  from  Geneva  to 
Canandaigua. 

Elmira     Williamsport  Railroad  Co. — Bath     Crooked  Lake  Railroad  Co. 

A  bill  for  the  first  of  these  roads  is  now  before  the  legislature.  It  is 
designed  to  open  a  communication  from  the  Chemung  canal,  and  the 
proposed  New-York  and  Erie  railway,  to  the  line  of  Pennsylvania,  and 
thence  to  Williamsport  on  the  west  branch  of  the  Susquehannah.  It 
will  open  a  market  for  the  bituminous  coal  of  Pennsylvania,  and  for 
immense  quantities  of  lumber  of  superior  quality.  The  latter  company 
was  chartered  by  the  last  legislature,  for  constructing  a  railway  from 
Bath  in  Steuben  county,  to  the  Crooked  Lake,  whose  navigation  is 
united  to  that  of  the  Erie  canal. 

Dansvillc  and  Rochester  Railroad  Company. 

A  bill  is  before  the  legislature  for  incorporating  this  company,  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing  a  railway  from  the  Erie  canal  at  Rochester,  to 
Dansville  in  Livingston  county. 

Buffalo  and  Erie  Railroad  Co. — Buffalo  and  Aurora  Railroad  Co. 

Bills  are  pending  for  incorporating  these  companies,  the  first  for  con- 
structing a  railroad  from  Buffalo  along  the  lake  shore,  to  the  Pennsyl- 
vania line  ;  the  second  from  Buffalo  to  Aurora  in  Erie  county. 

An  application  is  also  pending  for  a  railway. from  the  village  of 
Auburn,  in  Cayuga  county,  to  the  Erie  canal. 

Lake  Champlain  and  Ogdensburgh  Railroad  Company. 

A  bill  is  under  consideration  for  incorporating  the  above  company, 
with  a  view  of  opening  a  communication  from  Lake  Champlain  to  the 
river  St.  Lawrence.    A  company  has  been  incorporated  to  construct  a 
railroad  from  the  same  lake,  to  the  iron  works  on  the  great  Au  Sable. 
Brooklyn  and  Jamaica  Railroad  Company. 

This  bill,  which  is  now  pending,  contemplates  a  railroad  on  Long 
Island  from  the  village  of  Brooklyn  to  Jamaica,  12  miles.

The  banks  at  Albany  and  Troy  are  open  every  day,  except  Sundays 
and  holidays,  from  10  A.M.  to  2  P.M. 

The  Banks  in  New- York  are  open  from  10  to  3.  Bills  or  notes  offered 
for  discount,  must  be  inclosed  in  a  letter  to  the  Cashier  the  day  before 
discount  day. 

Notes  and  bills  lodged  for  collection,  are  collected  free  of  charge  to 
the  holders,  except  when  protested  :  in  that  case,  the  holder  of  the  note 
pays  the  protest.  * 

The  rate  of  discount  is  six  per  cent,  per  annum  (calculating  360  days 
to  the  year),  excepting  when  notes  have  over  63  days  to  run,  when 
some  of  the  state  incorporated  banks  have  the  privilege  of  charging 
7  per  cent. 

Deposits  and  notes  for  collection,  must  be  entered  in  the  dealer's  book 
at  the  time  when  deposited.

Extracts  from  the  Report  of  the  Bank  Commissioners, 

Jan.  1832. 

"The  whole  number  of  banking  institutions  in  the  State,  exclusive  of 
the  three  branches  of  the  United  States'  bank,  is  now  sixty-four.  Two 
of  them  have  branches,  and  the  aggregate  capital  of  the  whole  amounts 
to  $24,1 33,460. 

The  Chautauque  County  Bank  went  into"  operation  since  the  first 
instant :  all  the  other  institutions  which  have  been  incorporated  under 
the  bank  fund  law,  were  in  operation  on  that  day. 

Each  of  the  institutions  subject  to  our  inspection  is  in  a  safe  and 
prosperous  condition. 

The  past  year  has  been  uncommonly  favorable  for  the  operations  of 
banking.  The  abundance  of  money,  and  the  activity  with  which  most 
kinds  of  business  have  been  prosperously  conducted,  have  enabled  the 
banks  to  extend  themselves  and  sustain  a  circulation  hitherto  unpre- 
cedented. 

In  our  report  of  the  last  year,  we  estimated  the  amount  of  bank  notes 
in  circulation  of  the  banks  of  this  State,  at  $10,397,541,  on  the  first  of 
January,  1831. 

The  amount  on  the  first  of  January  instant,  may  be  estimated  as 
follows  :

The  statistical  accounts  of  the  banks  in  the  neighbouring  States,  so 
far  as  they  have  fallen  under  our  observation,  also  show  a  large  in- 
crease of  circulating  bank  notes. 

In  Massachusetts,  the  amount  has  risen  within  the  last  year,  from 
$5,124,000,  to  $7,739,000.  In  Rhode  Island,  from  $929,000,  to  $1,342, 
000.    In  Pennsylvania,  from  $7,800,000,  to  $8,700,000. 

The  tendency  of  an  abundant  money  market,  and  of  activity  in  busi- 
ness generally,  is  to  encourage  overaction  as  well  among  banks  as  indi- 
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viduals;  and  the  above  comparisons  would  seem  to  show  that  such  has 
been  the  result  in  this  instance. 

Comparing  the  imports  and  exports  of  the  last  two  years,  there  can 
be  no  doubt  that  much  of  the  bustle  and  activity  of  business  which 
have  distinguished  the  last  year,  have  been  owing  to  an  over-trading 
with  other  nations;  the  injurious  effects  of  which  have  already  been 
partially  felt,  but  probably  not  yet  fully  experienced.

The  magnitude  of  the  Canal  fund,  is  now  such  as  to  have  an  impor- 
tant influence  over  the  banking  concerns  of  the  State,  so  long  as  the 
present  mode  of  its  investment  is  continued. 

It  may  be  considered  as  an  addition  to  the  bank  capital  of  the  State 
of  about  two  millions,  which  will  be  annually  accumulating.  Deposits 
from  this  fund,  on  the  first  instant,  were  distributed  among  three  of  the 
banks  in  the  city  of  New-York,  and  fourteen  in  other  parts  of  the 
State,  which  report  to  us  ;  and  nearly  all  the  institutions,  paiticularly 
in  the  country,  directly  or  indirectly  participate  in  the  use  of  the  capital 
which  it  affords."

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SAFETY  FUND  ACT. 

Abstract  of  the  Act  passed  April  2,  1829,  called  the  Safety  Fund  Act. 

1.  Every  corporation,  with  banking  powers,  hereafter  created  in  this 
state,  or  whose  charter  is  renewed  or  extended,  is  to  be  sabject  to  it  for 
these  purposes. 

2.  To  create  and  continue  the  fund  hereby  established,  every  such 
bank  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  of  January,  in  every  year,  pay  to  the 
State  Treasurer,  a  sum  equal  to  one  half  oi  one  per  cent,  on  its  capital 
stock  paid  in,  after  excepting  therefrom  that  part  of  it  held  by  the  state, 
and  at  that  rate  for  the  time  such  corporation  shall  have  been  in  opera- 
tion, if  less  than  one  year. 

3.  At  the  time  of  making  such  payment,  the  corporation  making  it, 
shall  deliver  to  the  State  Treasurer  a  statement,  signed  and  sworn  to  by 
its  president  and  cashier,  of  the  actual  amount  of  its  capital  stock  paid 
in,  and  designating  the  amount  owned  by  the  state. 

4.  Such  payments  are  to  continue  until  every  such  incorporation 
shall  have  paid  three  per  cent,  upon  its  capital  stock,  which  is  to  be  a 
perpetual  fund,  by  the  name  of  "  The  Bank  Fund,"  to  be  applied  to 
the  payment  of  such  debts  (exclusive  of  the  capital  stock)  of  any  of 
the  said  corporation  which  shall  become  insolvent,  as  remains  unpaid 
after  applying  its  own  property. 

5.  The  Comptroller  and  Treasurer  of  the  State  are  to  keep  proper 
accounts  of  "  the  bank  fund,"  and  the  former  is,  from  time  to  time,  to 
report  its  conditions  to  the  legislature. 

6.  The  "  bank  fund"  is  to  be  the  property  of  the  contributing  cor- 
porations, in  progortion  to  their  contributions,  but  the  Comptroller  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  invest  the  same,  and  all  moneys  belonging  thereto, 
in  the  manner  provided  for  as  respects  the  school  fund.  The  Comp- 
troller may  sell  any  such  stocks  in  which  such  funds  may  have  been 
invested  when  necessary  to  meet  any  charges  on  the  fund. 

7.  The  income  of  such  fund,  after  deducting  the  salaries  of  the  bank 
commissioners,  shall  annually  be  paid  by  the  Comptroller  to  the  con- 
tribution corporations,  in  proportion  to  their  contributions,  (excepting 
such  corporations  as  shall  become  insolvent,  dissolved,  or  whose  char- 
ters shall  expire.) 

8.  Whenever  "  the  bank  fund"  is  reduced  by  paying  the  debts  of  an 
insolvent  bank,  below  the  sum  provided  in  the  4th  section  of  this  act, 
every  bank  then  existing,  or  thereafter  to  be  created,  shall,  on  or  before 
the  first  of  January  in  every  year  thereafter,  pay  to  the  State  Treasurer, 
such  sum  designated  by  the  Comptroller,  not  exceeding  a  sum  equal 
to  one  half  of  one  per  cent,  on  its  capital  stock ;  which  payment  shall 
continue  to  be  made  by  every  bank  until  the  said  fund  shall  be  reim- 
bursed to  the  amount  specified  in  the  4th  section,  when  such  payments 
shall  be  suspended,  until  the  bank  fund  is  again  diminished  by  other 
insolvencies,  when  the  said  payments  shall  be  resumed,  and  so  on. 

9.  The  Court  of  Chancery,  immediately  after  a  final  dividend  of  the 
effects  of  such  insolvent  corporation,  shall  have  been  made  amongst  its 
creditors,  shall  enter  an  order  on  its  minutes  setting  forth, 

1.  The  total  amount  of  debts  against  the  said  corporation,  ascertained 
by  the  court,  including  lawful  interest  thereon. 
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2.  The  net  amount  derived  from  its  property,  and  applied  under  the 
direction  of  the  court,  towards  satisfying  its  debts. 

3.  The  total  amount  then  necessary  to  pay  off  said  debts. 

Such  order  shall  also  direct  the  receiver  appointed  to  take  charge 
of  the  effects  of  the  corporation,  to  receive  from  the  Comptroller  a  sum 
necessary  to  pay  its  debts. 

10.  Upon  such  receiver's  filing  with  the  Comptroller,  a  copy  of  such 
order,  he  shall  draw  his  warrant  in  favour  of  the  receiver,  on  the  trea- 
surer, for  the  sum  (not  exceeding  the  bank  fund)  necessary  to  pay  the 
debts,  and  the  money  is  then  to  be  paid  by  the  receiver  to  the  creditors 
of  the  corporation. 

11.  If,  when  the  copy  of  the  order  is  filed,  "  the  bank  fund"  is  deficient, 
the  receiver  shall  be  paid  the  necessary  balance  out  of  the  first  moneys 
to  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  under  the  8th  section. 

12.  The  moneys  so  paid  out  of  the  treasury,  shall  be  a  charge  on  the 
bank  fund. 

13.  Whenever  the  chatter  of  a  bank  shall  expire,  such  bank  shall 
receive  its  share  of  the  bank  fund,  proportional  to  its  contribution,  after 
deducting  its  proportion  of  charges. 

,14.  No  creditor  of  any  insolvent  corporation  shall  receive,  by  virtue 
of  this  act,  interest  on  his  debts,  after  the  time  the  order  specified  in  the 
9th  section  is  made,  nor  interest  anterior  to  the  presentation  of  his  de- 
mand to  the  receiver. 

15.  Three  persons,  to  be  styled  "  the  bank  commissioners  of  the  state 
of  New- York,"  shall  be  appointed,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  every 
bank  subject  to  this  act,  once  at  least  in  every  "four  months,  and  examine 
its  affairs,  &c. 

16.  If  any  three  banks,  subject  to  the  act,  require  it,  the  commis- 
sioners, or  some  one  of  them,  shall  visit  any  bank  oftener  than  once  in 
every  four  months. 

17.  The  commissioners,  or  either  of  them,  may  examine  on  oath  the 
officers,  servants  and  agents  of  any  bank-. 

18.  If  the  commissioners  discover  any  bank  to  be  insolvent,  or  to  have 
violated  any  law,  they  shall  apply  to  the  Court  of  Chancery  for  an 
injunction  against  the  said  bank,  &c. 

19.  They  shall  report  to  the  legislature  in  the  month  of  January,  each 
year,  the  manner  in  which  they  have  discharged  their  duties,  with  any 
information  they  may  deem  useful. 

20.  The  governor  shall  nominate,  and  with  the  senate  appoint  one  of 
the  bank  commissioners  ;  the  other  two  shall  be  appointed  by  the  banks, 
subject  to  this  act,  as  follows :  Each  of  the  banks  in  the  first,  second, 
and  third  senate  districts,  shall  choose  one  delegate,  which  delegates,  at 
a  meeting  to  be  held  at  4  o'clock,  p.  m.  of  a  day  designated  by  the 
governor,  at  the  City  Hall,  in  the  city  of  New- York,  shall  choose  one 
commissioner  by  ballot,  by  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  given;  each  dele- 
gate to  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  for  every  five  thousand  dollars  of  the 
capital  stock  paid  in,  of  the  banks  he  represents.  A  certificate  of  every 
such  choice  is  to  be  filed  with  the  secretary  of  state. 

21.  The  banks  subject  to  this  act,  in  the  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  seventh, 
and  eighth  senate  districts,  shall  meet  in  the  village  of  Auburn,  and 
choose  in  the  same  manner  one  commissioner. 

22.  Vacancies  of  commissioners  shall  be  filled  in  the  same  manner  as 
in  the  two  preceding  sections. 
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Safety  Fund  Act. 


23.  The  commissioners  hold  their  office  for  two  years,  removable  by 
the  governor  for  misconduct  or  neglect  of  duty. 

24.  Before  entering  on  their  office,  they  shall  take  the  constitutional 
oath  of  office,  to  be  filed  with  the  secretary  of  state. 

25.  They  are  not  to  disclose  the  names  of  the  debtors  of  any  bank, 
nor  any  information  obtained  in  the  way  of  their  office,  except  when 
legally  required. 

26.  Each  of  the  commissioners  shall  receive  the  annual  salary  of 
fifteen  hundred  dollars,  payable  quarterly,  out  of  the  bank  fund. 

27.  No  such  bank  shall  issue  or  have  in  circulation,  at  any  time, 
an  amount  of  notes  or  bills  put  in  circulation  as  money,  exceeding 
twice  its  capital  stook  paid  in  and  possessed  ;  nor  shall  its  loans  and 
discounts  at  any  time  exceed  twice  and  a  half  of  the  amount  of  such 
stock. 

28.  Any  such  bankthat  shall  violate  the  last  section,  or  shall  neglect 
to  make  any  payment  required  by  this  act,  for  three  months  after  the 
prescribed  time,  and  after  t»eing  notified  by  the  Comptroller,  or  shall 
suspend  the  payment  of  its  bills  in  specie  for  ninety  days,  or  shall  re- 
fuse to  permit  an  examination  of  its  affairs  by  the  commissioners,  may 
be  dissolved  as  an  insolvent  corporation. 

29.  The  making  of  false  statements  or  false  entries  in  the  books  of  such 
corporations,  or  the  exhibiting  of  false  papers,  with  intent  to  deceive  the 
commissioners,  is  made  felony,  and  subject  to  imprisonment  for  not  less 
than  three,  nor  not  more  than  ten  years. 

30.  The  personal  liability  of  the  stockholders  of  an  insolvent's  cor- 
poration; provided  for  in  the  fourteenth,  fifteenth,  sixteenth,  seventeenth, 
and  eighteenth  sections,  of  second  title,  of  eighteenth  chapter,  of  first 
part  of  the  revised  statutes,  is  not  to  apply  to  any  corporation  subject  to 
this  act,  but  the  provisions  therein  relative  to  the  liability  of  directors 
shall  so  apply. 

31.  The  statements  required  by  the  nineteenth,  twentieth,  twenty- 
first,  twenty-second,  twenty-third  and  twenty-fourth  sections,  of  the 
second  title,  of  eighteenth  chapter,  of  first  part,  of  revised  statutes,  shall 
be  made  by  the  banks  subject  hereto,  to '(he  bank  commissioners, instead 
of  the  Comptroller,  and  the  powers  herein  given  to  the  Comptroller, 
shall  not  extend  to  such  corporations. 

32.  No  stockholder  of  any  bank,  shall  be  a  commissioner  under  this 
act,  and  the  bank  commissioners  shall  not  be  anywise  concerned  in  any 
bank  stock  in  this  state. 

33.  Every  bank  subject  to  this  act,  may  receive  legal  interest  on  all 
loans  or  discounts  by  them  made  ;  but  on  notes,  and  which  shall  be  ma- 
ture in  sixty-three  days  from  the  time  of  discount,  they  shall  only  receive 
six  per  cent,  per  annum,  in  advance. 

34.  Every  bank  subject  to  this  act.  hereafter  created,  shall,  before 
making  any  loans  or  discounts,  have  all  its  capital  paid  in,  to  be  first 
satisfactorily  proved  by  oath  to  the  commissioners :  Every  bank  whose 
charter  is  extended,  is  to  pay  in  its  stock  and  prove  the  fact  as  above  in 
one  year  from  such  extension  ;  such  latter  bank  may  reduce  its  capital 
stock  to  a  sum  not  below  the  amount  actually  paid  in  at  the  renewal  of 
their  charters  ;  the  reduction  to  be  certified  by  the  bank  lo  the  Comp- 
troller, within  a  year  from  their  renewal. 

35.  No  bank  subject  to  this  act,  shall  issue  any  bill  or  note  except  it 
be  made  payable  on  demand  without  interest.

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LITERARY  DEPARTMENT. 


REGENTS  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY. 

The  Regents  are  21  in  number,  including  the  Governor  and  Lieut. 
<jrovernor  for  the  time  being.  They  are  appointed  and  may  be  removed 
by  the  legislature.  They  meet  annually  (or  if  necessary  oftener)  on 
the  evening  of  the  second  Thursday  in  January,  in  every  year,  at  the 
senate-chamber  in  the  capitol.  They  have  the  power  ot  granting  de- 
grees in  the  arts  and  in  medicine,  and  have  the  control  of  the  whole 
income  of  the  Literature  fund,  and  shall  divide  it  yearly  in  equal  pro- 
portions in  the  eight  senate  districts,  amongst  such  of  the  incorporated 
seminaries  of  learning,  exclusive  of  colleges,  as  are  subject  to  their 
visitation.  Such  distribution  is  to  be  made  in  proportion  to  the  num- 
ber of  students  in  each  seminary,  who  for  four  months  during  the  pre- 
ceding year  shall  have  pursued  therein  classical  studies,  or  the  higher 
branches  of  English  education,  or  both.  The  Regents  are  authorized, 
personally  or  by  committees,  to  visit  and  inspect  all  the  colleges  and 
academies  in  this  state,  and  make  an  annual  report  to  the  legislature 
of  the  system  of  education  and  discipline  therein.

Besides  the  scholars  attending  the  common  schools  in  this  state, 
there  are  500  students  in  the  4  colleges,  and  3,700  in  the  55  incorpo- 
rated academies  in  the  state  ;  and  there  are  a  great  number  of  private 
schools  for  males  as  well  as  females,  and  many  of  them  of  a  high  order, 
in  all  the  cities  and  principal  villages  of  the  state.  An  accurate  enu- 
meration of  all  the  scholars  in  the  colleges,  academies,  and  public  and 
private  schools  in  the  state,  would  exhibit  a  grand  total  of  more  than 
five  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  ;  which  is  about  1  person  at  school 
for  3£  of  the  whole  population. 

The  following  is  given  in  the  Annals  of  Education  as  the  proportion 
which  those  instructed  bear  to  the  whole  population,  in  various  coun- 
tries in  Europe  s — In  the  Pays  de  Vaud  there  is  1  child  at  school  for 
every  6.6  of  the  whole  population  ;  Wurtemberg  1  to  6 ;  Prussia  1  to 
7;  Bavaria  1  to  7  ;  Low  Countries  1  to  9.7 ;  Scotland  1  to  10  ;  Austria 
1  to  13  ;  England  1  to  15.3  ;  France  1  to  17.6 ;  Ireland  1  to  18  ;  Po- 
land 1  to  78  ;  Portugal  I  to  88  ;  Russia  1  to  367. 

The  report  from  the  commissioners  of  the  several  towns  shows  that 
the  school  moneys  received  by  them  and  paid  to  the  trustees  of  the 
several  districts,  for  the  year  ending  in  July,  1831,  amount  to  $244, 
886  09.  Of  this  sum,  $100,000  were  paid  from  the  stale  treasury  ; 
$128,099  38  were  raised  by  a  tax  upon  the  property  of  the  several 
towns,  and  $16,786  71  were  derived  from  local  town  funds.  The 
towns  have  voluntarily  taxed  themselves,  by  resolutions  at  their  town 
meetings,  $28,099  38  more  than  was  required  to  entitle  them  to  the 
amount  apportioned  from  the  state  fund. 
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Common  Schools. 


The  productive  capital  of  the  school  fund  amounts  to  Si, 704,1 59  40. 
The  revenue  actually  received  on  account  of  this  fund  for  the  ten 
months  ending  September  30,  1831,  has  been  $80,043  86.  The  re- 
ceipts are  estimated  by  the  comptroller  at  §96,350,  for  the  coming  year. 

The  unproductive  portion  of  the  school  fund  consists  of  about  850, 
000  acres  of  land,  lying  principally  in  the  fourth  senate  district.  The 
value  of  these  lands  has  been  estimated  at  $400,000 ;  which  sum,  if 
added  to  the  present  productive  capital,  would  make  a  total  of  more 
than  two  millions  of  dollars. 

The  system  of  accountability  is  so  well  arranged,  that  the  public 
money  is  transmitted  to  the  treasurers  of  55  counties,  is  paid  by  these 
officers  to  the  commissioners  of  793  towns,  is  apportioned  by  the  latter 
officers  to  the  trustees  of  8835  districts,  and  by  these  trustees  is  paid 
to  teachers,  and  accounted  for  in  the  annual  reports  of  the  trustees 
and  commissioners,  with  only  an  occasional  defalcation. 

For  the  purpose  of  having  a  full  view  of  the  operations  of  the  system, 
the  trustees  of  school  districts  were  required  in  the  forms  accompany- 
ing the  Revised  Statutes,  to  report  the  amount  paid  in  each  district  for 
teachers'  wages,  over  and  above  the  sum  received  from  the  state 
treasury,  the  town  tax,  and  the  local  school  fund.  Seven  hundred 
and  sixty-two  towns  and  wards  have  made  returns,  exhibiting  a  total 
amount  paid  by  individuals,  besides  the  public  money  received  in  the 
districts,  of  $372,692,  which,  added  to  the  public  money,  ($244,886) 
makes  the  aggregate  amount  of  $617,573,  paid  for  teachers'  wages 
alone,  in  the  common  schools  of  the  state. 

These  returns  show,  that  where  the  state,  or  the  revenue  of  the 
school  fund,  pays  one  dollar  for  teachers'  wages,  the  inhabitant  of  the 
town,  by  a  tax  upon  his  property,  pays  $1.23,  and  by  voluntary  con- 
tribution in  the  school  district  where  he  resides,  $3.67  for  the  same 
object ;  and  the  local  fund  averages  about  16  cents  more. 

The  foregoing  results  are  made  up  from  actual  returns,  and  their 
general  accuracy  may  be  relied  upon.  They  exhibit  only  the  sum 
paid  for  teachers'  wages,  which  is  less  than  half  the  expense  annually 
incurred  for  the  support  of  common  schools,  as  will  be  seen  by  the 
following  estimates. 

Many  of  the  districts  from  which  the  required  annual  reports  have 
not  been  received,  have  schools  in  operation.  For  the  purposes  of 
this  estimate  therefore,  it  is  fair  to  take  the  average  between  the  whole 
number  of  districts,  and  those  which  have  made  reports,  for  the  number 
of  school  houses  in  the  state.  This  average,  deducting  30  for  the  city 
of  New- York,  gives  9054  school  houses,  which  at  an  average  price  of 
200  dollars  each,  makes  a  capital  of  1,810,S00  dollars ;  add  to  this  the 
cost  of  the  school  houses  and  their  appendages  in  New- York,  (say 
170,000  dollars)  and  it  shows  a  capital  of  1,980,800  dollars,  vested  in 
the  school  houses,  which  at  an  interest  of  6  per  cent,  per  annum, 

would  be  $11 8,848

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Showing  most  satisfactorily,  that  there  is  an  annual  expenditure  for 
the  support  of  common  schools,  of  more  than  one  million  of  dollars. 

The  preceding  estimates  show  that  the  revenue  of  the  school  fund 
(that  is,  the  sum  derived  from  the  state  treasury)  pays  less  than  one 
tenth  of  the  annual  expenditures  upon  the  common  schools  ;  a  fraction 
more  than  one  tenth  is  raised  by  a  tax  upon  the  respective  towns  ; 
and  the  two-tenths  thus  made  up,  (being  the  item  of  $244,SS6  in  the 
foregoing  statement,)  constitutes  what  is  called  the  school  money,  and 
is  the  sum  received  by  the  commissioners  of  the  towns  for  distribution 
amonc  the  several  districts.  Something  less  than  two-tenths,  (being 
S209,b83  for  school  houses  and  fuel)  is  raised  by  a  tax  upon  the  pro- 
perty of  the  several  districts,  in  pursuance  of  a  vote  of  the  inhabitants 
thereof;  and  the  residue,  nearly  six  tenths,  (being  $626,135)  is  paid 
voluntarily  by  the  parents  and  guardians  of  the  scholars,  for  the  bal- 
ance of  their  school  bills,  (after  applying  the  public  money,)  used  for 
school  books.

This  garden  was  established  about  the  year  1750,  by  William  Prince, 
the  father  of  the  elder  proprietor.  It  is  situated  at  the  head  of 
Flushing  bay,  about  nine  miles  from  the  city  of  New- York.  A  steam- 
boat and  stages  go  and  return  daily  from  Flushing  to  New- York. 

The  botanic  garden  and  nurseries  attached,  cover  an  extent  of  up- 
wards of  forty  acres,  and  contain  about  10,000  species  and  varieties 
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of  trees  and  plants.  Particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  culture 
of  the  vine  and  the  mulberry.  The  greenhouse  department  is  on  a 
large  scale,  containing  about  30,000  plants.  In  the  other  departments 
will  be  found  fruit  trees  of  all  the  various  kinds — ornamental  trees  and 
shrubs ;  herbaceous,  flowering,  and  medicinal  plants ;  bulbous  and 
tuberous  rooted  flowers  ;  and  American  indigenous  trees'  and  plants. 

Visitors  are  allowed  free  access  to  the  garden  on  all  days  except 
Sunday.

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SUPPORT  OF  THE  POOR. 
Extracts  from  the  Reports  of  the  Secretary  of  State  to  the  Assembly,  giving 
an  abstract  of  the  returns  made  to  his  office  by  the  superintendents  of  the 
poor  of  the  several  counties. 

Returns  have  been  received  from  fifty-four  counties,  leaving  only 
one  county  delinquent ;  this  i3  Queen's  county,  in  which  there  is  no 
poor-house. 

The  abstracts  show  that  15,564  paupers  have  been  relieved  or  sup- 
ported during  the  year:  of  this  number  13,573  were  county  paupers, 
and  1990  town  paupers.  The  whole  expense  of  supporting  all  the 
paupers  for  the  year  is  $245,433  21. 

There  has  been  paid  for  the  transportation  of  paupers  £4,04-2  13  cts. 
to  superintendents,  $7,481  5  cents ;  to  overseers,  $5,102  91  cents; 
justices,  $1,627  03  cents;  to  keepers  and  offices,  ,517,545  06  cents ; 
that  the  value  of  the  labor  of  the  paupers  was  $12,663  26  cents  ;  the 
amount  saved  in  consequence  of  labor  of  paupers,  $17,546  74  cents  ; 
and  that  the  average  expense  of  supporting  a  pauper  at  a  poor  house 
is  $33  28  cents  per  year,  or  64  8-10  cents  per  week. 

There  are  5221  acres  of  land  attached  to  the  poor  houses,  and  the 
total  value  of  all  the  poor-house  establishments  in  the  state  is 
$830,350  46  cents;  that  10,896  paupers  have  been  received  into  the 
poor  houses  during  the  year ;  that  there  were  born  in  the  poor  houses 
in  the  same  time  170;  died  during  the  year,  1147;  bound  out  318; 
discharged,  5962 ;  absconded,  545.  Total  females  in  poor  houses 
Dec.  1,  1831,  2532— males,  2862— total  of  both  sexes,  5554.  That  of 
those  relieved  during  the  year,  there  were  2795  foreigners,  410  luna- 
tics, 224  idiots,  and  30  mutes. 

The  report  exhibits  the  number  of  children  under  16  years  of  age  in 
all  the  poor  houses,  and  the  arrangements  which  are  made  for  their 
instruction.    The  number  of  females  under  16  is  745  ;  males,  1050. 

In  29  counties,  the  distinction  between  town  and  county  poor  has 
been  abolished  ;  leaving  26  counties  in  which  the  distinction  has  not 
been  abolished.  ' 

Ten  counties  more  have  made  returns  this  year  than  reported  the 
preceding  year;  of  these,  six  or  eight  have  recently  adopted  the  poor 
house  system  :  notwithstanding  the  increase  of  counties  making  re- 
turns, there  are  only  fifty-eight  more  paupers  reported  as  having  been 
relieved  or  supported  during  the  year,  than  were  embraced  in  the  re- 
turns of  last  year.

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MINERAL  SPRINGS. 

BALLSTON  SPA— 29  miles  north  from  Albany. 
This  village  is  situated  in  a  little  valley,  surrounded  by  hills,  which 
give  the  place  an  air  of  seclusion.  It  contains  several  httels  and 
boarding-houses,  (the  principal  of  which  are  the  Sans  Souci  Hotel,  the 
Village  Hotel,  and  Aldridge's)  which  are  resorted  to  (or  the  use  of  the 
mineral  springs  that  are  found  in  the  neighborhood,  of  which  the  princi- 
pal are  the 

Washington  Spring,  which  was  discovered  in  182?,  by  boring  237 
feet  through  blue  slate  rock.  Its  waters  are  chalybeate,  clear,  gaseous, 
pungent,  and  sparkling. 

The  La  Fayette  Spring,  discovered  in  1825.  It  is  very  cold,  and 
highly  charged  with  oxide  of  iron  and  carbonic  acid  gas. 

The  Old  Spring  was  the  first  discovered  in  all  this  part  of  the  country, 
by  the  resort  of  the  deer,  which  had  beaten  a  track  to  it.  It  has  lost 
much  of  its  excellence. 

The  Saline,  or  United  States  Spring,  is  distinguished  for  its  contain- 
ing oxide  of  iron,  with  glauber  and  other  salts.    Its  effect  is  tonic. 

SARATOGA  SPRINGS 

Are  7  miles  from  Ballston  Springs.  The  principal  hotels  are  Congress 
Hall,  United  Slates  Hotel,  the  Pavilion,  and  Union  Hall.  The  principal 
springs  are, 

The  Congress  Spring,  which  is  near  Congress  Hall.  It  is  very  cele- 
brated, and  attracts  universal  attention.  Its  analysis  has  civen  in  half 
a  gallon,  320  grains  of  salt,  26  of  lime  and  magnesia,  with  a  slight  trace 
of  iron. 

The  Flat  Rock  Spring  is  in  the  rear  of  the  Pavilion.  Its  composition 
and  qualities  resemble  those  of  the  Washington  Spring  at  Ballston,  tut 
are  inferior. 

The  Round  Rock  Spring  is  principally  distinguished  as  a  natural 
curiosity.  Its  waters  are  slightly  chalybeate.  They  rise  in  a  small 
rock  of  calcareous  tufa,  which  has  evidently  been  produced  by  the 
layers  oflime  deposited  by  the  waters. 

In  the  neighborhood  of  Ballston  Springs  and  Saratoga  are  many 
places  inviting  the  attention  of  the  traveller,  both  on  account  of  their 
natural  beauty  and  historical  associations,  an  enumeration  of  which 
does  not  legitimately  enter  into  the  plan  of  this  work. 

NEW  LEBANON  SPRINGS, 
26  miles  east  from  Albany,  are  on  the  side  of  a  hill,  about  two  miles 
east  from  the  village,  and  about  half  way  to  the  summit.  The  waters 
are  abundant,  and  much  used  for  bathing,  being  always  at  the  tempe- 
rature of  72°  Fahrenheit.  Their  mineral  qualities  however  are  slight.

This  analysis  exhibits  a  purer  composition  than  that  of  most  natural 
waters,  and  purer  than  that  of  others  which  flow  from  the  very  same 
hill.  It  resembles  very  much  the  Buxton  waters  in  England,  though 
not  quite  so  warm.  The  scenery  about  New  Lebanon  is  beautiful  and 
varied.    A  commodious  house  is  kept  at  the  springs  by  Hull  &  Bentley.

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HISTORICAL  SKETCHES. 

Discovery  of  New-  York  and  the  river  Hudson. — It  is  usually  assumed 
that  Henry  Hudson  was  the  first  European  that  ever  landed  within 
the  limits  of  the  present  state  of  New- York.  The  giving  of  his  name 
to  its  principal  river,  and  the  fact  that  his  voyage  alone  was  almost 
immediately  followed  by  colonization,  will  confirm  to  Hudson  his 
title  of  discoverer.  It  appears,  however,  quite  probable  that  the  har- 
bor of  New- York  was  visited  as  early  as  1524,  by  John  de  Verrazano, 
aFlorentine,  in  the  service  of  Francis  /.of  France.  He  arrived  in 
March  of  that  year  on  the  American  coast  in  latitude  34°  North,  which 
corresponds  nearly  with  the  site  of  Wilmington,  North  Carolina.  He 
thence  proceeded  south  to  the  region  of  palm  trees,  which  do  not  grow 
north  of  the  southern  part  of  Georgia.  He  then  directed  his  course 
northward,  until  he  came  to  about  the  latitude  of  41°  north,  where 
he  entered  a  harbor,  which  from  his  description,  corresponds  with  that 
of  New- York.  Some,  however,  think  that  the  harbor  of  Newport  is 
referred  to.  Subjoined  is  an  extract  of  a  letter  written  to  Francis  I. 
by  Yerrazano. 

«  **  This  land  is  situate  in  the  parallele  of  Rome,  in  41  degrees  and  2 
^terces,  but  somewhat  more  cold  by  accidentall  causes  and  not  of  na- 
ture, (as  1  will  declare  unto  your  highnesse  elsewhere)  describing  at 
this  present  the  situation  of  the  foresaid  country,  which  lieth  east  and 
west.  I  say  that  the  haven  lieth  to  the  south  halfe  a  league  broad,  and 
being  entered  within  it  betweene  the  east  and  the  north  it  strttcheth 
twelve  leagues,  where  it  wareth  broader  and  broader,  and  maketh  a 
gulfe  about  20  leagues  in  compasse,  wherein  are  five  small  islandes, 
very  fruitful  and  pleasant,  full  of  hie  and  bit  ad  trees,  among  the  which 
islands  any  great  navie  may  ride  safe  without  any  feare  of  tempest  or 
other  danger.  Afterwards  turning  towards  the  south,  in  the  entring 
into  the  haven,  on  both  sides  there  arc  most  pleasant  hils,  with  many 
rivers  of  most  cleare  water  falling  into  the  sea.  In  the  middest  of  this 
entrance  there  is  a  rocke  of  free  stone,  growing  by  nature,  apt  to  build 
any  castle  or  fortresse  there  for  the  keeping  of  the  ha^en." 

In  this  harbor  Yerrazano  staid  fifteen  days.  His  account  of  the  in- 
habitants and  product  of  the  country  is  very  amusing,  and  agrees  with 
the  subsequent  account  of  Hudson.  He  says  that  u  sometim"s  our 
men  stayed  two  or  three  daies  on  a  little  island  neere  the  ship  for  di- 
vers necessaries.  And  again,  "we  were  oftentimes  within  the  land 
five  or  six  leagues,  which  we  found  as  pleasant  as  is  possible  to  de- 
clare, very  apt  for  any  kind  of  husbandry,  of  come,  wine  and  oyle. 
We  entered  afterwards  into  the  woods,  which  we  found  sp  great  and 
thicke.  that  any  army,  were  it  ever  so  great,  might  have  hid  ilselfe 
therein  ;  the  trees  whereof  are  okes,  cipresse-trees,  and  other  sorts 
unknown  in  Europe." 

The  whole  of  Verrazano's  letter  maybe  found  in  Hakluyt's  voyages, 
vol.  2.  and  in  the  first  volume  of  the  collections  of  the  New-York  His- 
torical Society. 

Introduction  of  intemperance  amongst  the  Indians. — The  following  ex- 
tract from  the  journal  of  Hudson's  voyage,  relates  with  great  coolness 
22 
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and  indifference  the  manner  in  which  the  Indians  of  this  part  of  the 
country  first  became  acquainted  with  spirituous  liquors.  The  journal 
does  not  mention  any  previous  provocation  by  the  natives.  "Our 
master  and  his  mate  determined  to  trie  some  of  the  chiefe  men  of  the 
countrey,  whether  they  had  any  treacherie  in  them.  So  they  tooke 
them  downe  into  the  cabbin,  and  gave  them  so  much  wine  and  aqua 
vitae,  that  they  were  all  merrie  ;  and  one  of  them  had  his  wife  with 
him,  which  sate  so  modestly,  as  any  of  our  country  women  would  doe 
in  a  strange  place.  In  the  ende  one  of  them  was  drunke,  which  had 
been  aboard  of  our  ship  all  the  time  that  we  had  been  there,  and  it 
was  strange  to  them,  for  they  could  not  tell  how  to  take  it." 

The  first  landing  of  Hudson. — The  tradition  is,  that  Hudson's  men 
first  landed  on  Coney  Island,  which  lies  near  Long  Island,  and  is  now 
part  of  Kings  County.    This  was  on  the  4th  September,  1009. 

Death  of  Hudson. — The  fate  of  this  celebrated  navigator  was  of  the 
most  melancholy  nature.  He  sailed  in  April,  1610,  in  prosecution  of  his 
favorite  object — the  discovery  of  a  north-west  passage.  Discontent 
arose  in  the  course  of  the  voyage  amongst  his  crew,  and  he,  with  his 
son  and  seven  others,  were  put  into  an  open  shallop  and  sent  adrift,* 
with  scarcely  any  provisions,  on  the  coast  of  Greenland.  As  no  account 
was  ever  afterwards  received,  it  is  almost  certain  that  all  of  them  per- 
ished.  Four  of  the  ringleaders  of  the  conspiracy  were  killed  by  the 
savages  in  the  course  of  the  same  voyage. 

Indian  names. — Cauneogahakaiononitade — the  Mohawk  River. 
Skenectadea— the  city  of  Albany. 

Ohnowalagantle — the  North  or  Hudson  River  in  the  Iroquois  dialect. 
Mahakaneghtuc — the  same,  in  the  Mohican  dialect. 

Indian  worship. — The  following  curious  passage  is  taken  from  the 
Duke  of  York's  lavys  for  the  colony  of  New- York.  "No  Indian  whatso- 
ever, shall  at  any  time  be  suffered  to  powow,  or  performc  outward  wor- 
ship to  the  devil,  in  any  town  within  this  government.'' 

Extent  of  the  Dutch  possessions. — The  possessions  of  the  Dutch  on 
Long  Island  never  extended  above  thirty  miles  eastward  of  New-York. 
The  eastern  part  of  the  island  and  extending  to  the  town  plots  of  Oyster 
bay,  was  settled  from  New-England. 

Language  of  the  colony  of  New-York  seventy  years  ago.— English 
was  the  prevailing  language;  but  Dutch  was  so  much  used  in  some  coun- 
ties, that  iUwas  difficult  to  obtain  persons  sufficiently  acquainted  with 
English  to  serve  as  jurors. 

General  Philip  Schuyler.— The  name  of  Schuyler  is  distinguished 
in  the  colonial  annals  of  New- York,  from  an  early  period.  Colonel 
Peter  Schuyler  was  mayor  of  Albany  in  1690,  and  president  of  the 
council  in  17'20.  He  possessed  the  greatest  influence  over  the  Indian 
tribes  that  probably  ever  was  exercised  by  any  white  person.  The  sub- 
ject of  this  notice  was  born  at  Albany  in  1733.  He  was  a  captain  in 
the  New- York  levies  in  the  expedition  down  Lake  George,  in  1758.  He 
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became  a  member  of  the  assembly  in  1768,  and  was  a  warm  advocate 
of  the  rights  of  the  colonies.  He  was  elected  a  delegate  to  the  congress 
which  met  in  May  1775,  and  was  appointed  with  VVashington  on  the 
committee  to  prepare  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the 
army.  This  was  the  commencement  of  the  friendship  between  these 
great  men,  which  continued  with  uninterrupted  force  during  their 
lives.  He  was  appointed  by  congress  on  the  19th  June,  1775,  the  third 
major-general  in  their  service.  In  September,  1775,  General  Schuyler 
received  instructions  to  enter  Canada,  and  proceeded  on  that  expedition 
to  the  Isle  aux  Noix,  where  he  was  detained  by  sickness.  General 
Montgomery,  under  his  orders,  captured  Chambly,  St.  Johns  and  Mon- 
treal. General  Schuyler  continued  in  the  discharge  of  various  import- 
ant civil  and  military  duties  until  October  1775;  in  December,  1775  he 
was  employed  in  disarming  the  disaffected  inhabitants  of  Tryon  county. 
In  January  of  the  nexfcyear  he  explored  the  river  St,  Lawrence,  above 
and  below  Quebec,  and  repaired  the  fortress  of  Ticonderoga.  In  March 
he  took  up  his  head-quarters  at  Albany,  to  superintend  the  army  destined 
for  Canada.  In  June  he  made  a  treaty  with  the  Six  Nations.  When 
General  Burgoyne,  in  1777,  advanced  into  the  northern  part  of  the 
state,  General  Schuyler  threw  every  impediment  in  his  way.  The  eva- 
cuation, however,  of  Fort  Ticonderoga  (a  measure  which  congress  after- 
wards fully  approved)  created  a  popular  clamor  against  him,  and  he  was 
superseded  in  his  command  by  General  Gates;  and  the  laurels  which 
seemed  destined  for  his  brow  were  intercepted  by  another  hand.  He 
was  present,  though  without  any  command,  at  the  capture  of  Burgoyne, 
who  bore  testimony  to  his  courtesy  and  magnanimity  in  a  speech  after- 
wards delivered  in  the  House  of  Commons.  He  there  declared,  that 
property  belonging  to  General  Schuyler,  amounting  to  more  than  £10, 
000  was  destroyed  by  his  orders  a  few  days  previous  to  his  surrender, 
and  when  he  expressed  to  General  Schuyler  his  regret  at  the  circum- 
stance, the  General  desired  him  "to  think  no  more  of  it,  and  that  the 
occasion  justified  it  according  to  the  principles  and  rules  of  war.  He 
did  more — he  sent  an  aid-de-camp  to  conduct  me  to  Albany,  where  I 
was  presented  to  Mrs.  Schuyler  and  her  family,  in  whose  house  I  re- 
mained during  my  whole  stay  at  Albany,  and  was  treated  with  every 
demonstration  of  hospitality."  In  1777,  He  retired  from  the  army  and 
devoted  his  talents  to  the  political  councils  of  his  country.  He  was  three 
times  elected  to  Congress;  in  1781  he  was  in  the  senate  of  this  state, 
and  in  1789,  in  the  senate  of  the  United  States.  He  was  again  re-elected 
to  the  same  situation  in  1797.  He  died  in  the  autumn  of  1804.  Chan- 
cellor Kent,  who  was  personally  acquainted  with  the  General,  and  has 
beautifully  illustrated  his  actions  and  character  in  an  address  delivered 
before  the  Historical  Society,  thus  describes  him  in  the  decline  of  life. 
"  His  spirits  were  cheerful,  his  conversation  most  eminently  instructive, 
his  manners  gentle  and  courteous,  and  his  whole  deportment  tempered 
with  grace  and  dignity.  His  faculties  seemed  to  retain  their  unimpaired 
vigor  and  untiring  activity;  though  he  had  evidently  lost  some  of  his 
constitutional  ardor  of  temperament  and  vehemence  of  feeling.  He  was 
sobered  by  age,  chastened  by  affliction,  broken  by  disease;  and  yet  no- 
thing could  surpass  the  interest  excited  by  the  mild  radiance  of  the  even- 
ing of  his  days." 
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Manners,  d>c.  of  the  City  of  New-  York  in  1760.— Smith  in  his  his- 
tory, gives  an  amusing  picture  of  the  state  of  manners  and  education 
in  the  city  of  New-York  previous  to  the  revolution.  u  New-York  is 
one  of  the  most  social  places  on  the  continent.  The  men  collect  them- 
selves into  weekly  evening  clubs.  The  ladies  in  winter,  are  entertained 
either  at  concerts  of  music  or  assemblies,  and  make  a  very  good  appear- 
ance. They  are  comely  and  dress  well,  and  scarce  any  of  them  have 
distorted  shapes.  Tinctured  with  a  Dutch  education,  they  manage  theiV 
families  with  becoming  parsimony,  good  providence,  and  singular  neat- 
ness. The  practice  of  extravagant  gaming,  common  to  the  fashionable 
part  of  the  fair  sex  in  some  places,  is  a  vice  with  which  my  country- 
women cannot  justly  be  charged.  There  is  nothing  they  so  generally 
neglect  as  reading,  and  indeed  all  the  arts  for  the  improvement  of  the 
mind,  in  which,  I  confess,  we  have  set  them  the  example.  They  are 
modest,  temperate,  and  charitable  ;  naturally  sprightly,  sensible",  and 
good-humored.  Our  schools  are  in  the  lowest  order — the  instructors 
want  instruction;  and  through  a  long  shameful  neglect  of  all  the  arts 
and  sciences,  our  common  speech  is  extremely  corrupt,  and  the  evidences 
of  a  bad  taste,  both  as  to  thought  and  language,  are  visible  in  all  our 
proceedings  public  and  private. 

"The  inhabitants  of  the  colony  are  in  general  healthy  and  robust,, 
taller,  but  shorter  lived  than  Europeans,  and,  both  with  respect  to  their 
minds  and  bodies,  arrive  sooner  to  an  age  of  maturity." 

Decrease  of  Land. — There  is  little  doubt,  that  Governor's  Island  (for- 
arterly  called  Nutten  Island, from  the  nut-trees  with  which  it  wasin  ancient 
times  covered.)  was  once  connected  with  Red  Hook  Point  on  Long 
Island.  It  is  an  established  fact  that  previously  to  the  revolution,  cat- 
tle were  driven  from  Red  Hook  to  Governor's  Island,  which  places  at 
that  time  were  only  separated  by  a  very  narrow  channel,  now  called 
Buttermilk  Channel,  and  which  now  admits  the  passage  of  merchant 
vessels  of  the  largest  size. 

First  settlement  of  Long  Island. — The  first  settlement  on  the  island 
was  made  by  the  Dutch  in  1625.  The  English  principally  from  New 
England,  settled  the  eastern  end  of  the  island.  Gardiner's  Island  was 
settled  in  1639  by  Lyon  Gardiner,  a  Scotchman,  under  a  purchase  made 
from  the  natives  and  confirmed  by  the  Earl  of  Sterling,  to  whom  the 
grant  of  the  island  was  originally  made.  The  towns  of  Southampton 
East  Hampton,  Brookhaven,  Huntington,  Southhold,  and  Oyster  Bay, 
were  at  one  time  under  the  jurisdiction  of  Connecticut. 

Emigration  of  Germans, — In  1710,  the  Germans  who  settled  Scho- 
harie, set  out  from  the  banks  of  the  Rhine,  and  descended  that  river  to 
Holland,  whence  they  went  to  Eugland.  They  arrived  at  New-York  m 
June  1712.  They  remained  in  Dutchess  County  during  the  winter  of 
1712  and  1713.  In  1713  some  settled  at  Saugerties.  The  rest  proceed- 
ed to  Schoharie,  and  settled  Stone  Arabia  and  German  Flats. 

First  Settlement  of  the  Western  Country. — In  January  1784,  Hugh 
White  and  his  family,  together  with  four  or  five  other  families,  removed 
from  Middletown  Connecticut,  and  settled  at  Saughdaghquado,  (now 
Whitesborough)  four  miles  west  of  the  present  city  of  Utica.  The 
Mohawk  settlements  terminated  seven  or  eight  miles  below  Utica, 
German  Flats  was  the  nearest  settlement  of  white  men.  Judge  White, 
died  in  1812,  at  the  age  of  80.

JUDICIARY  OF  THE  STATE  OF  NEW-YORK. 

The  courts  of  general  jurisdiction,  are: 

1st.  The  Court  for  the  trial  of  Impeachments  and  the  Correction  of 
Errors. 

For  its  constituent  members,  vide  Constitution,  article  5. 

It  is  the  court  of  last  resort  deciding  upon  appeals  from  the  court  of 
chancery,  and  writs  of  error  from  the  supreme  court,  and  has  no  origi- 
nal jurisdiction  except  in  cases  of  impeachments.  Its  sessions  are  held 
at  the  capitol  in  Albany,  as  often  as  it  shall  direct,  but  there  are  not 
to  be  more  than  two  sessions  during  the  recess  of  the  Legislature  in  any 
one  year. 

2d.  The  Court  of  Chancery,  the  powers  of  which  are  vested  in  the 
Chancellor. 

Its  stated  terms  are  appointed  by  him ;  but  two  terms  at  least  shall 
be  held  in  Albany,  and  two  in  New-York  in  every  year.  By  the  equity

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powers  given  to  the  circuit  judges  (vide  next  page)  the  court  of  chan- 
cery has,  except  in  a  few  cases,  become  a  court  of  appeal  only. 

3d.  Tke  Supreme  Court,  consisting  of  the  chief  justice  and  two 
associate  Judges. 

It  has  four  terms  in  each  year,  commencing  on  the  first  Monday  in 
January,  May,  and  July,  and  the  third  Monday  in  October.  The 
January  and  October  terms  are  held  at  the  Capitol  in  Albany  ;  the  May 
term  at  the  City  Hall  in  the  city  of  New-York,  and  the  July  terms  in 
each  year  in  Utica :  the  terms  may  be  continued  to  be  holden  for  five 
weeks. 

[Special  terms  are  held  at  Albany  on  Thursdays  succeeding  the  1st  and  3d 
Tuesdays  in  Feb.  March,  April,  June,  August,  Sept.  and  Dec— on  Thursday  suc- 
ceeding 1st  Tuesday  in  Oct.  and  on  Thursday  succeeding  3d  Tuesday  in  Nov.] 

4th.    Eight  Circuit  Courts,  each  consisting  of  a  single  judge. 

The  circuits  correspond  in  territory  and  name,  with  the  eight  senate 
districts,  each  of  the  circuit  judges  possesses  the  powers  of  a  justice  of 
the  supreme  court  at  chambers,  in  the  trial  of  issues  joined  in  the  su- 
preme court,  and  in  courts  of  oyer  and  terminer  and  jail  delivery. 
There  must  be  held  in  each  year  at  least  two  ciicuit  courts,  and  courts 
of  oyer  and  terminer;  in  each  county  in  the  state;  and  in  the  city  of 
New-York  at  least  four. 

The  courts  are  held  for  as  many  days  as  the  judge  thinks  necessary, 
Courts  of  oyer  and  terminer  (which  have  power  to  try  all  crimes  and 
misdemeanors)  may  be  held  at  the  time  and  place  at  which  any  circuit 
court  may  have  been  appointed,  as  follows  : 

1st.  In  the  city  and  county  of  New-York  by  one  or  more  justices  of 
the  supreme  court,  or  of  the  ciicuit  judges,  or  by  the  first  judge  of  the 
court  of  common  pleas  of  the  said  county,  together  with  the  mayor,  re- 
corder, and  aldermen,  or  any  two  of  them. 

2d.  In  all  the  other  counties,  by  a  justice  of  the  supreme  court  or  a 
circuit  judge,  together  with  at  least  two  of  the  judges  of  the  county 
court. 

3d.  In  the  counties  of  Albany,,Columbia,  and  Rensselaer,  the  mayor, 
recorder,  and  aldermen,  of  the  respective  ciiies  therein,  or  any  two  of 
them,  and  in  Schenectady,  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  the  city  of  Sche- 
nectady, or  two,  may  act  in  the  court  of  oyer  and  terminer,  in  their 
respective  counties,  with  or  instead  of  the  county  judge. 

The  Governor  with  the  senate  has  the  power  of  issuing  commissions 
of  oyer  and  terminer  and  jail  delivery,  when  occasion  shall  require. 

Besides  the  powers  exercised  in  the  courts  of  law  by  the  circuit  judges, 
each  circuit  judge  (except  the  judge  of  the  first  circuit,)  within  the 
limits  of  his  circuit  shall  be  a  vice  chancellor,  and  shall  concurrently 
with  the  chancellor,  and  exclusively  of  any  other  circuit  judge,  have, 
and  exercise  all  the  original  jurisdiction  and  powers  now  or  hereafter 
vested  in  the  chancellor,  in  all  causes  and  matters  in  equity,  where  the 
same  shall  have  arisen  within  his  circuit,  or  where  the  subject  matter 
in  controversy  is  situated  within  such  circuit,  or  where  the  defendants 
or  either  of  them  reside  within  the  same.  Subject  to  the  chancellor's 
appellate  jurisdiction. 

By  an  act  of  the  legislature  passed  in  January,  1831,  the  equity  powert 
of  the  judge  of  the  first  circuit  have  been  taken  away,  and  a  separate 
Vice  Chancellor  appointed  for  the  first  circuit. 

23 
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5th.  The  Superior  Court,  of  the  city  of  New-York,  consisting  of  a 
chief  justice  and  two  associates. 

6th.  Courts  of  Common  Pleas,  in  each  and  every  county  of  the  state, 
which  may  be  held  (except  in  the  county  of  New-York)  by  the  judges 
of  the  county  courts  of  each  of  the  counties  in  this  state,  or  any  three 
of  them. 

Any  three  of  the  judges  of  the  County  Courts  of  each  of  the  counties 
(except  New- York)  shall  have  power  to  hold  courts  of  general  sessions 
to  trv  all  crimes  except  those  punishable  with  death  or  imprisonment 
for  life. 

The  Mayor,  Recorder,  and  Alderman,  or  Mayor  and  Recorder  joint- 
ly, or  either  of  them  singly,  with  or  without  the  presence  of  any  of  the 
Aldermen,  may  respectively  in  the  cities  of  Albany,  Troy,  and  Hudson, 
hold  Mayor's  courts. 

There  are  besides  the  above  certain  courts  of  a  peculiar  and  special 
jurisdiction,  viz : 

1st.  Surrogates' Courts,  having  jurisdiction  of  testamentary  cases  held 
by  the  surrogates  of  each  county. 

2d.  Courts  of  special  sessions  of  the  peace  may  be  held  in  and  for 
the  county  of  New- York,  by  any  three  judges  of  the  court  of  common 
pleas  of  the  said  county,  of  whom  the  first  judge  of  the  said  court,  the 
mayor  or  recorder,  shall  always  be  one,  and  for  the  several  counties  of 
the  state,  by  three  justices  of  the  peace  or  by  two  such  justices  and  one 
judge  of  the  county  courts  of  such  county,  for  the  purposes  provided 
by  law. 

3d.  The  justices  of  the  Marine  Court  in  the  city  of  New- York,  are 
authorized  to  hold  a  court  therein,  to  be  called  M  The  Marine  Court  of 
the  city  of  New-York." 

4th.  Each  of  the  assistant  justices  in  the  city  of  New- York  is  requir- 
ed to  hold  a  couit  in  the  said  city  within  the  ward  or  wards  for  which 
he  is  appointed. 

5th.  The  justices  of  the  Justices  Court  of  the  cities  of  Albany  and 
Hudson  are  authorized  to  hold  courts  therein,  to  be  called  respectively 
•'the  Justices'  Court  of  the  city  of  Albany,''  and  f<  the  Justices'  Court 
of  the  city  of  Hudson." 

6th.  Justices'  courts  in  each  county,  held  by  a  justice  of  the  peace.

In  the  city  of  New-York  are  seven  justices,  called  ward  justices,  ap- 
pointed by  the  Common  Council — in  the  city  of  Albany,  four — in  Sche- 
nectady not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  six — in  Hudson  three — in 
Troy  nine, — appointed  by  the  Governor  and  senate. 

The  duties  of  the  above  officers  are  so  generally  known,  that  it  is 
deemed  superfluous  to  enumerate  them.

Abstract  of  Act  of  the  Legislature,  changing  the  Office  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  Supreme  Court  from  Canandaigua  to  Geneva;  passed  March 
31,  1830. 

1.  The  Clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court  at  Canandaigua  shall,  on  the 
tenth  day  of  April  next,  remove  to  and  keep  the  said  Supreme  Court 
Clerk's  Office  at  Geneva,  in  the  county  of  Ontario. 

2.  The  Sheriffs  of  the  counties  of  Tompkins  and  Tioga  shall,  after  the 
tenth  day  of  April  next,  return  all  Process  issued  out  of  the  Supreme 
Court  to  the  said  Office  at  Geneva,  as  other  Sheriffs  are  required  to  do 
by  the  fifth  Section  of  ths  Act  passed  Feb.  27,  1829,  establishing  a  Clerk's 
Office  at  Canandaigua.

N.  B.  The  numbers  under  the  letters  A.  N.  U.  and  G.  refer  to  Attor- 
neys' Agents  in  Albany,  New-York,  Utica,  and  Geneva,  see  pp.  285-8. 

It  has  not  been  considered  necessary,  in  the  list  of  gentlemen  of  the 
Bar,  to  designate  their  different  degrees  of  attorney,  counsellor,  soli- 
citor, and  counsellor  in  chancery,  nor  the  date  of  their  admission  to 
each  degree.  The  different  degrees  are  generally  held  together  by  the 
same  persons.  No  person  now,  according  to  the  regular  practice,  can 
be  admitted  as  counsellor  of  the  Supreme  Court,  without  being  first 
admitted  as  attorney,  although  such  a  privilege  was  formerly  given,  of 
which,  however,  advantage  was  rarely  taken.  Evei;y  attorney  of  the 
Supreme  Court  is  entitled  to  an  examination  as  counsellors  three  years 
after  his  admission  as  attorney  ,  and  every  person  is  entitled  to  an 
examination  as  solicitor  upon  producing  his  attorney's  licence,  and  as 
counsellor  in  chancery  upon  producing  his  counsellor's  licence  in  the 
Supreme  Court.  Persons  are  admitted,  as  of  course,  to  the  same  de- 
grees in  the  County  Courts,  and  in  the  Superior  Court  of  the  city  of 
New-York,  as  they  hold  in  the  Supreme  Court.  It  may  therefore  be 
taken  for  granted,  that  the  persons  on  the  following  list  are  entitled  to 
practice  as  attorneys  in  the  Supreme  Court,  and  the  courts  of  their  own 
counties,  and  also  as  counsellors  in  the  same,  except  when  admitted 
as  attorneys  within  three  years. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  object  has  been  to  confine  the  list  of 
names  to  practising  attorneys  and  counsellors.

Description  of  the  Capitol. 

Trie  United  States  Capitol  at  Washington  City,  of  which  the  engraving  on  the 
opposite  page  presents  a  correct  view  of  the  east  front,  is  a  magnificent  structure 
of  the  Corinthian  order.  It  is  situated  on  the  western  extremity  of  Capitol  Square, 
seventy-three  feet  above  tide  water  of  the  Potomac.  The  eminence  commands 
a  fine  view  of  the  city,  the  river,  and  the  surrounding  country  :  (one  mile  and  a 
quarter  west,  is  the  President's  House  and  other  public  edifices).  The  Capitol  is  of 
white  free  stone,  composed  of  a  central  edifice  and  two  wings,  and  is  of  the  follow- 
ing dimensions :

The  cost  was  $2,596,500. 

The  foundation  of  the  north  wing  was  laid  in  the  presence  of  Gen.  Washington 
in  1798,  and  that  of  the  centre  in  1818,  on  the  anniversary  of  its  destruction  by 
the  British  in  1814.  The  building  covers  nearly  two  acres,  and  the  square  in  front 
contains  twenty-two  and  a  half  acres,  embracing  a  circumference  of  over  three 
quarters  of  a  mile ;  enclosed  by  an  iron  railing,  with  neat  gateways  and  gravel 
walks,  bordered  with  shrubs  and  flowers,  forming  a  delightful  promenade. 

Pennsylvania  Avenue  is  the  principal  street  in  Washington,  extending  from 
the  west  front  of  the  Capitol  to  the  President's  House.

1.  All  that  part  of  the  present  Ninth  Ward  of  the  City  of  New- York 
which  lies  easterly  of  a  line  running  southerly  from  the  centre  of  Four- 
teenth-street through  the  centre  of  the  Sixth  Avenue  to  the  centre  of 
Carmine- street,  thence  southwesterly  through  the  centre  of  Carmine- 
street  to  the  centre  of  Bleecker  Street,  thence  southeasterly  through  the 
centre  of  Bleecker-street  to  the  centre  of  Hancock-street,  thence  southerly 
through  the  centre  of  Hancock-street  to  the  centre  of  Houstoun-street,  is 
hereby  constituted  and  declared  to  be  an  additional  and  separate  Ward 
in  said  City,  and  shall  be  called  the  Fifteenth  Ward  of  the  City  of  New- 
York. 

2.  All  the  residue  of  the  present  Ninth  Ward  being  that  part  thereof 
lying  westerly  of  the  line  above  mentioned  shall  be  a  distinct  and 
separate  Ward,  and  shall  be  called  the  Ninth  Ward  of  the  City  of  New- 
York. 

3.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the  passage  thereof.
